MEXICO CITY, Dec. 8—The women 
members of the Huerta family left 
here last night for Guadalajara, prob- 
ably bouné for Manzanillo. It is an- 
snounced here that the trip is merely 
for pleasure, although persons near 


the family sav that they will probably 
go to San Francisco from the port. 
Much importance is attached to this 
move, as it is believed that it will be 
followed by important developments. 
Politicians said to-day that a defi- 
nite decision on the Presidential elec- 
tions would probably be forthcoming 


on Dec. 15. 

Zapatista activities in Morelos con- 
tinue. although few details reach here. 
Federal detachments are protecting all 
the roads leading to the capital, and 
orders have been issued to railroad 
station agents to report to the War 
Department immediately any move- 
ment of rebels toward the ctiy. Wood- 
cutters and others who usually go out 
to the mountains around the suburbs 
refuse to go now, as they fear capture 
vy the Zaratistas or execution by the | 
Federals if the latter catch them. 

Fighting is reported to be in prog- 
ress between here and Cuernavaca to- 
day, although details are lacking. 

Mexican union engineers and fire- 
men are threatening a general strike 
unless the Government orders the re- 
instatement of Mexican employes of 
the United Railways of Yucatan, who 
are being replaced by Cubans, Span- 
iards, and other foreigners. The union 
officiais conferred with the Govern- 
ment authorities to-day, stating, that 
unless their members were reinstated 
they would call a general strike, par- 
alyzing all traffic. 

There ts further, evidence to-day 
that European diplomats are attempt- 
ing to bring about some settlement of 
the trouble, although the nature of 
their suggestion was not made public. 
The diplomats generally refuse to dis- 
cuss the affair, which is being confined 
to the Ministers of the more important 
uropean nations, probably headed by 
Germany. 

There is no indication tere that 
Huerta has any intention of relin- 
quishing his power, notwithstanding 
the pressure of Europe and Washing- 
ton. Politicians believe it is possible 
for Congress to declare him elected for 
a comPlete term as President, expiring 
in 1916.

ZAPATA FORCES BEATEN. 


Gen. de la O Killed in Ehgagement 
Near Huitzilac. 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 8.—Fighting be- 
tween the Zapata forces and Federals 
was resumed to-day at Elparque, a few 
miles south of Huitzilac, in the State of 


Morelos, where a three days’ engage- 
mént was recently tought without de- 
cisive advantage to either side. Other 
Zapata detachments are threatening 
Amecameca and Ozumba, on the north- 
ern boundary of Morelos, and increased 
activity has been displayed of late by 
the rebels in various parts of the south. 

The Government to-night claims a 
victory over the Zapata forces in. More- 
los. It is also announced that the body 
of Gen. Genovevo de ‘a O was found 
among the repel dead. He is known to 
have been operating in Morelos. 

It is officially announced that the 
Federal Army is to-be increased by 
three divisions of 45,000 men. Official 
figures place the strength of the army 
at the present time at 105,000 men. — 

To-day's fight with the Zapatistas 
took place at a distance of only about 
fifty miles from the capital, and its 
persistent character serves to indicate 
the boldness of the bandit-rebel forces 
in the near neighborhood of this city, 
which, more than the long-talked-of 
advance of the Northern Constitutional- 
ists, arouses fear among the native and 
voreign population here. 

Unofficial information has been re- 
eeived here that the rebels to the south 
of Juarez have succeeded in placing 
Gen. Pascual Orozco, Jr., at a disad- 
Wantage by attacking him to-day.

W. A. CHANLER ILL IN PARIS. 


Suffering from Hurts Said to Have 

Been Received in Auto Accident.

graph to The New York Times. 

PARIS, Dec. 8.—William Astor Chan- 
ler is seriously ill at the American 
Hospital in Neuilly from injuries said 
to have been sustained in an automo- 
bile accident ten days ago. He was 
under X-rays to-day on account of an 
injured leg, and an operation is said 
to be necessary and likely to take 
place to-morrow or the day following. 

Information received at“the hospital 
indicates that the injury is a bad fract- 
ure of the knee, but the hospital au- 
thorities refuse to make a definite 
statement. 
Mr. Chanler’s hurts were the result of 
a motor accident; when the inquiry 
was pressed she said she did not know 
how they had been received, but that 
they would “ probably cripple him for 
a long period.” 

Mr. Chanler has been in Paris for 
some weeks, posing for his bust by 
the sculptor Macadams, one of Mrs. 
Harry Payne Whitney’s protégés. 


William Astor Chanler, ex-Congress- 
man, African explorer, author, and club 
member, was born in 1867, and was 
graduated from Harvard in 1887. His 
father was John Winthrop Chanler, 
who served several terms in Congress. 
His great-grandfather was John Jacob 
Astor. Mr. Chanler gained considerable 
distinction as a big game hunter in 
Africa, and afterward described his ex- 
perience in the jungles in a book. He 
was a member of the Fifty-seventh Con- 
gress from the Fourteenth District of 
New York, defeating Lemuel E. Quigg, 
his Republican opponent. He is a mem- 
ber of the Union and other clubs, and 
the owner of a fine country residence at 
Barrytown. 

Mr. Chanler married Minnie Ashley, 
an actress, in 1903. In 1908 Mrs. Chanler 
took up the art of sculpture, and since 
then several of her works have been 
accepted for exhibition by the jury of 
the National Academy of Design. 


JENATZY SHOT DEAD. 


Famous Belgian “ Red Devil” Auto 
Racer Killed in Hunting Accident.

PARIS, Dec. 8.—A tragic shooting 
accident occurred last night at Habay 
la Neuve, in the Belgian Ardennes, 
when Camille Jenatzy, a Belgian 
sportsman and motorist, was shot by 
Alfred Madoux, director of the journal 
L’Etoile Belge. M. Jenatzy died from 

his injury. 

Dusk was falling, and the shooting 
party were about to return home when 
M. Madoux caught sight of a roebuck 
and fired. The shot, an explosive bul- 
let, struck M. Jenatzy in the thigh. 
He .was rushed to the nearest doctor 
in a motor cary-but bled to death on 
the way. 

M. Jenatzy was winner of the Gor- 
don Bennett Cup in 1903. He was an 
enthusiastic motorist as well as a suc- 
cessful business man. Red-bearded, 
lean, and highly nervous, he was nick- 
named in England the “ Red Devil.” 
At one time he was regarded as the 
most daring of all racing motorists, 
his driving being characterized by de- 
moniacal fury and stark determina- 
tion. : 

As an illustration of his irascible 
temperament, it is related that during 
one race he jumped from his car and 


struck an inoffensive onlooker whose 
demeanor displeased him. 


FLIER HURT IN GALE. 
Makes a Bad Landing in His Trip 


Up the Hudson. 


With a rib broken and his ankle 
sprained, Serg. Samuel Kapzman was 
brought in a motor car last evening to 
the home of his sister, Mrs. Samuel 
Siegle, at 2,037 Hughes Avenue, the 
Bronx, as a result of braving the after- 
noon’s terrific gale in a hydroaeroplane. 

The machine belonged to William 
Mackay of Nyack, and it-had been 
Kapzman’s ambition to fly it from Gar- 
rison to Albany in a race with the 
Twentieth Century Limited. He ven- 
tured forth yesterday afternoon, ac- 
companied by his mechanician, Samuel 
Metz. They flew the stretch to Haver- 
straw—ten miles as the crow flies—and 
there they encountered such wind as 
made them think only of landing. 

Their original scheme of coming down 
to the surface of the Hudson was frus- 
trated by the opposition of the gale, and 
then Kapzman made for a lake near 
Little Ferry, where he hoped to make a 
water landing. He missed the lake and 
hit the ground. The machine was 
wrecked. Metz escaped with even slight- 
er injuries than those which penalized 
the flier, and he, too, came to his home 
in the Bronx at 2,087 Hughes Avenue. 


DOG BITES TWO CHILDREN. 


Attacks by Animal Still at Large 
Alarm Elmhurst Parents. 


The children of Public School 89, *on 
Fifth and Sixth Streets, Elmhurst, L. 
I., were at play in the noon recess yes- 
terday when a black and white mongrel 
dog ran into the yard and jumped at 
the throats of several of them. Before 
it could be driven away, Lucy Bracken, 
7 years old, was bitten on the cheek, 
and William Scolnich, @ yéurs old, was 
bitten on the iip. 

The children were taken to the offices 
of Dr. S. A. Wood, who cauterized the 
wounds and recommended their removal 
to the Willard Parker Hospital for 
treatment. The dog ran out of the yard 
and away before the police could be 
called. 

‘All day long the police hunted for the 
animal. Last night other cases were 
reported in Elmhurst and, it seemed 
probable, from the description of. the 
dog, that it was the same one which 


had attacked the school children. Ata 
late hour last night the dog had not 
been found. 

The anxiety of the Elmhurst dwellers 
was increased by the fact that on the 
night before a dog belonging to a family 
named Walters, on Whitney Avenue, 
had died under circumstances which 
indicted that it was suffering from 
rabies. Its head was removed and 
taken to the Willard Parker Hospital 
for examination.

ASKS RADICAL LAWS 


| Unlimited Direct Primary, Mas- 
sachusetts Ballot, and Liberal 
Workmen’s Compensation. 


| PASSAGE SEEMS PROBABLE 


Bills All Advanced in Senate—Re- 
| publicans Say Haste Is Dae to De- 


sire to Make Political Capital.

| ALBANY, Dec. 8—With only three 
| weeks left for the present lawmakers 
| to serve, the Legislature, meeting to- 
| night, received a special message from 
|Gov. Glynn, in which he urged con- 
| structive legislation of such importance 
{that ordinarily it would require the 
| better part of a regular legislative ses- 
iret to properly digest and pass upon 
the propositions involved. The pro- 


| gramme submitted to the ‘tail end” 
| meeting of the extraordinary legislative 


| session to-night embodied these recom- 


mendations: 


The enactment of a direct primary 
law abolishing the State convention 
and substituting for the present offi- 
cial primary ballot the Massachusetts 
form of ballot. 

The substitution of the Massachu- 
Setts ballot for the present party 
column ballot at general elections. 

The enactment of a law to adjust 
to the elective system of this State the 
amendment to the United States Con- 
Stitution providing for the _ direct 
election of United States Senators. 

The enactment of a compulsory 
workmen's compensation law cover- 
ing hazardous employments, with a 
schedule of compensation rates far in 
excess of the schedules of any other 
measure proposed in this State or in 
most other States. 

The passage of a bill providing for 
a special election next vear to deter- 
mine whether a Constitutional Con- 
vention shall be called to meet in 
the Spring of 1915. 

Appropriations aggregating $1,400,- 

to supply deficiencies in various 
State denartments up to Oct. 1, the 
beginning of the fiscal year. 


Bills prepared under the supervision 
of Gov. Glynn, carrying out the sug- 
gestions made by him, were introduced 
in both houses to-night. Such is the 
present temper of Tammany, the con- 
trolling factor in both Senate and As- 
sembly, that the legislative leaders to- 
night were unanimous fn declaring that 
the bitter opposition waich manifested 
itself on the part of Tammany spokes- 
men in the lawmaking body when rec- 
ommendations similar to some of those 
made to-night were up before the reg- 
ular session this year would give way 
to a policy of acquiescence in anything 
Gov. Glynn might recommend in the 
way of povular reforms. 

Here is-Gov. Glynn’s message in part: 


Rights of Independerts, 


“TIT am satisfied that the enligthened 
public opinicn of this day demands a 
change in our election laws that will 
substitute in tne place of the ballot 
now in use the Massachusetts form of 
ballot, throwing about the changed 
method of voting all necessary safe- 
guards to make easy, effective, and 
sure the free exercise by every citizen 
of the State entitled to vote of the right 
of elective franchise. 

“The public opinion which demands 
this change is the development of years 
of study and experience upon tais sub- 

et. The selection of elective public 
officials should reflect the deliberate in- 
tention of the voters. In our day we 
have come to recognize that it is unfair 
and unwise to impase upon our electors 


a method of voting that is designed to 
limit or make difficult the free expres- 
sion of individual choice and judgment. 
“The party column in our present 
ballot promotes party voting and ham- 
pers individual choice .and judgment. 
The Massachusetts form of ballot, safe- 
guarded as I have suggested, will not 
only enable, but will require the voter 
to deliberately express his sovereign 
will with respect to every office and 
upon every candidate for office. Such 
is the duty of good citizenship as the 
public sentiment of to-day defines it. 
_‘* Far be it from me to minimize the 
importance of parties in this great coun- 
try of ours. I have no misgivings as 
to the great public good that results 
from party loyalty and party earnest- 
ness in the promotion of wise principles 
and policies of government But party 
membership should recognize and, T 
am sure, in large measure does rec- 
ognize that, aside from the organized 
parties, there is a large and controlling 
citizenship that refuses to ally itself 
with any partv and demands ag is its 





| 


judgment and selection. 
No Hardship Upon Parties. 


“This great body of our citizenship 
| has as much right as party membership 
|! to the equal protection of the law in its 
|'exercise of the elective franchise. That 
lit has not that equal protection under 


|the existing method of voting is plain, 
! 


, and in that fact lies a great public in- 
i justice. This should be remedied, 
| Parties and party membership will not 
j suffer from laws that assure equality 
ito the entire electorate. Parties and 
| party membership have no right to pref- 
erence in the convenience, safety, and 
efficiency of voting. 

“Therefore, no injustice to parties or 
to party members is involved in this 
change, for parties will endure and 
party members will readily accommo- 
date themselves to any method of vot- 
ing. Equality will be accomplished by 
this change, and an injustice which has 
doubtless resulted in much or partial 
disfranchisement of a large body of our 
electorate will be overcome. 

“The existing primary law has abol- 
ished all nominating conventions, except 
the State convention. Legislation, re- 
sponsive to unmistakable public opinion, 
is now demanded which will abolish 
| State conventions and leave to party 
membership in the party primaries the 
| direct nomination of candidates to be 
; elected by the entire State. To insure 
; equality among party members in party 
; primaries this same public opinion de- 
mands the simplification of the method 
of primary voting, such as would result 
'from the requirement of the Massa- 
|chusetts form of ballot; the withdrawal 
‘of the party emblem, the abolition of 
,; the system of party designations, and 
| the reduction to the minimum of wisdom 
; of the number of electors required upon 
| designating petitions. 

“These changes will unquestionably 
make for equality. The use of the Mas- 
sachusetts form of ballot will insure 
and require deliberate selection of candi- 
dates. The withdrawal of the party 
emblem and the abolition of party 
designations will prevent, to a great 
extent, organization preference among 
candidates.

‘“‘T.am well aware that there is a very 
respectable difference of opinion as to

BARGES DRIFT TO SEA 
IN AN 88-MILE GALE 


Many Persons Hurt and Prop- 
erty Damaged When High 
Wind Sweeps City. 


Many persons were injured, much 
damage was done to property, and two 
barges with their crews broke from 
their tug and drifted to sea in the 
course of a gale which swept over this 
city and vicinity yesterday. The max- 
imum velocity was attained at 5:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, “when the 
Weather Bureau’s instruments showed 
that the wind was blowing at a speed of 
more than 88 miles an hour. 

The cables connecting the barges that 
drifted to sea parted when the tows 
were outside Sandy Hook. Each barge 
was manned by a Captain and three 
sailors. The tugboat was unmable to pick 
up the barges in the tremendous seas 
that were running, and the Fire Island 
life savers were called on to find the 
drifting boats and rescue the eight men 
on them, The life savers launched their 
boats and set out in the face of the 
gale, but up to a late hour last night 
it was unknown whether they had suc- 
ceeded in saving the bargemen. The 
name of the tug which lost the tow 
was not. given in the report of the ac- 
cident sent to this city. 

In this city the speed of the wind was 
so terrific at times that it was impos- 
sible for persons on foot to make head- 


way against it in exposed places such 
as ‘nat part of City Hall Park which 
faces the Woolwortn Building; Broad- 
way and Rector Street, on the southern 
edge of the Trinity Church yard, and 
where Broadway and Fifth Avenue 
form a triangle at Twenty-third Street. 

Of those who were injured in the gale 
the most seriously hurt was the Rev. 
Henry L. Meyers of 606 West 141st 
Street, who in crossing Broadway at 
Seventy-third Street wags thrown to the 
sidewalk. His left leg was broken and 
he may be injured internally. Dr. Mey- 
ers, who is 86 years old, had just left 
the United States Mortgage and Trust 
Company’s office, where he had deposit- 
ed some money. He was unconscious 
when persons who. had seen him fall 
ran to his aid. He was carried into the 
trust company’s offices, and from there 
he was taken to the Polyclinie Hospital. 

When the gale was at its height, Josie 
Di Sando, who lives at 
Avenue, was trying to make her way 
through West Sixty-firat Street. In 
front of 285 the little girl was caught 
in a vortex and was blown halfway 
across the street. When picked up she 
was bleeding from cuts on her head. 
She was taken to her home in an am- 
bulance. 

Miss Margaret Mahan, 29 years old, 
a clerk, living at 145 Bradhurst Avenue, 
when leaving a restaurant in Twenty- 
third Street, between Sixth and Seventh 
Avenues, was thrown by the wind 
against the automobile of John Con- 
nolly of 46 East Sixty-first Street, 
which was approaching from the op- 
posite direction. She suffered a broken 
jaw. The driver of the auto, Em- 
manuel Jaubert of 125 West Sixty-sec- 
ond Street, was so overcome by the 
sight of the blood flowing from the 
injured woman’s mouth, that he fainted. 
The injured woman was taken to the 
N York Hospital. 
iy Mollie Anderson of 1,249 Park 
Avenue was walking south in West End 
Avenue between Seventieth and Seventy- 
first Streets, when she had occasion to 
open her handbag. From the bag $50 
in bills of small denominations were 
blown into the air, and, as she ran to 
rescue them, two gold rings, one con- 
taining five diamonds, and the other a 
wedding ring, rolled from the bag and 
were carried along by the wind. 

To add to her discomfiture, two bank 
books also fell out and were blown 
away. Mrs. Anderson’s cries attracted 
a crowd, and Patrolman Moskowitz of 
tae West Sixty-eighth Street Station 
forced volunteer searchers back. The 
patrolman found only $17 of the $50 
lost. The bank books were found by a 
boy, but the rings, if found, were not 
returned 

The wind was so high at sea that the 
fleet of transatlantic and coastwise 
liners that made port yesterday were 
delayed for hours in many instances. 
The <Austro-American liner Martha 
Washington, in yesterday morning from 
Trieste and other Mediterranean ports, 
was one of the ships thus delayed. The 
Martha Washington docks in Brooklyn, 
and she arrived off her pier at noon. 

Two big tugs teok charge of the liner 
and tried to swing her into her berth, 
but after pushing ang pulling for two 
hours they gave up, and the liner was 
forced to steam to a point off Tomp- 
kinsville and there anchor until the wind 
abated. ; 

The Tenadores of the United Fruit 
Company’s fleet was another of the 
vessels which had difficulty in making 
her pier. The Tenadores had on board 
Mayor-elect Mitchel and Mrs. Mitchel, 
and when she finally landed her pas- 
sengers it was three hours after her ar- 
rival in Quarantine. 

The Italian liner Taormina was de- 
layed, and so was the French liner Ro- 
chambeau, from Havre, and the steam- 
ship Santa Catarina, from West Indian 
ports. The coastwise liner El Alba, 
from Gaiveston, met the full force of 
the gale just outside Sandy Hook, and 
her steering gear was disabled. She 
called om tugs to help her into port. 

Of property damage, most of it was 
due to falling signs and broken win- 
dows. Damage of this kind was report- 
ed from all parts of New York. In 
Broadway, large plate glass windows in 
the building at 1,946, and another in the 
building at 1,916, were blown in. 

With the gale came a steady fall in 
temperature, and when the average for 
the day was figured out at the Weather 
Bureau last night it was found that it 
was 32 degrees, which was 4 degrees 
less than the average for Dec. 8 for the 
last thirty-three years. 

At the eather Bureau last night it 
was said that the temperature would 
continue to drop. The Sandy Hook ob- 
server reported at midnight that the 
gale was still blowing there, though the 
weather was clear. 


THOUSANDS SEEK SHELTER.

More than 1,200 persons, thirty-two 
of them women and sixteen children, 
applied for lodging at tne municipal 
lodging house at the foot of East Twen- 
ty-fifth Street last night, and in the 
early hours this morning they were still 
streaming in. It was the largest crowd 
that had applied for lodging at the in- 
stitution since its es‘ablishment in 1897, 
according to Supt.’ William Yorke. 

When the iodging house was filled 
the applicants were sent to the Charities 
Department Pier at the foot of Hast 
Twenty-sixth Street, and they were al- 
lowed to sleep in every available warm 
spot on the: city property there.

Hunting Expedition Landed. 

Believing the ship was then fast for 
the Winter in the ice, I left the Kar- 
luk on Sept. 20, going ashore ona for- 
aging expedition in an attempt to pro- 
cure a store of fresh meat. The ex- 
pedition included Cook, Jenness, Mr. 
Connell, and Wilkins, and two Eski- 
mos, with two sleds and twelve dogs. 

Two days later, on Sept. 22, a strong 
northeast gale sprang up, accompanied 
by snow and fog. The violence of the 
gale was such that it broke up the 
ice, and, owing to the density of the fog, 
we do not now know whether the ice 
carired the Karluk west or whether it 
freed her, allowing her to make prog- 
ress toward the east. At all events, 
she should be safe, inasmuch as the 
wind opened the ice pack, causing no 
pressure on the Karluk from that 
source. Aboard the Karluk are twen- 
ty-five persons, including her master, 
Capt. Bartlett; Henri Beauchat, 
Bjarne Mameme, Alister Forbes Mc- 
Kay, George Malloch, William Laird 
McKinlay, James Murray, and five Es- 
kimos.

Stefansson Informs Marine Ministry 
of the Karluk’s Disappearance.

OTTAWA, Dec. 8.—Somewhere within 
the confines of the arctic circle drifts 
Vilhjalmar Stefansson’s staunch little 
vessel, the Karluk, safely frozen in an 
ice pack.

12, in longitude west 147, fifteen miles off 
shore. hip frozen in on Aug. 17 and 
drifted with the ice until Sept. 10, when 
the drift stopped, On Sept, 20, believing 
the ship fast for the Winter, and as it 
was necessary to secure fresh meat, I 
took Jenness, McConnell, Wilkins, and three 
Eskimos ashore to hunt. Northeast gales 
sprang up on Sept. 22, with snow and fog. 
When the storm cleared on the 24th the 
ice had gone and the Karluk with it. The 
ice undoubtedly went west before the wind. 
The Karluk may possibly have broken free 
and steamed east, but she probably re- 
mained fast and drifted west with the ice.

Stefansson and How the. Karluk Drifted. 


Stefansson’s dispatch to Ton New YorxK 
Times from Point Barrow on Oct. 30, evi- 
dently was carried on sleighs by messen- 
gers from the Point on the Arctic coast 
of Alaska to Candle, on the Seward 
Peninsula of that Territory, a distance 
of approximately 420 miles. It reached 
there on Oct. 5 and was transmitted by 
wireless to Boundary, where it was re- 
layed over the Government cable to 
Skagway, from there down to Seattle, 
Was-., and thence across the continent 
to New York.

Stefansson’s plan was to proceed inte 
the Arctic Ocean during the brief period 
of open water and head east to Beaufort 
Sea, north of which he expected to find 
the unknown continent. On this he and 
his main party were to establish a base, 
the Karluk returning to Herschel Island 
for the Winter. The ice in Beaufort 
Sea might grip the Karluk and carry 
her toward Greenland or might crush 
her into bits. The explorers were pre- 
pared for either event. If the Karluk, 
after making her way north, found no 
land, she was to go east to Prince Pat- 
rick Island and Winter there for the 
purpose of making sledge journeys north 
and east.

A aispatel from Nome, Alaska, on 
Nov. 28 reported that a letter had been 
received there from C apt. Peter Barnard 
of the Mary Sachs announcing that his 
vessel had been wrecked in the ice off 
the Arctic Coast of Alaska. The ice had 
crushed the vessel into small bits, and 
all the provisions and scientific instru- 
ments were lost. The letter gave no 
details about the wreck, and since no 
mention was made of mishap or injury 
to any of the men aboard the ship it 
was taken for granted that all were 
safe. No word was received at that 
time concerning the Karluk and the 
Alaska. 

The men aboard the Mary Sachs could

Many of them ¢all insistently for prompt 
solution. They cannot be solved prompt- 
ly, except through the agency of a Con- 
stitutional Convention. Therefore the 
recommendation which I make in this 
regard is demanded by public sentiment, 
by the platform promises of three lead- 
in parties, and by a pronounced public 
opinion.”’ 


Election Bills Annlyzed. 

Of the three bills embodying election 
law reforms one provides for a State- 
wide designation of nomfnations for can- 
didates, eliminating party emblems and 
conventions, providing for designations 


to places on the primary ballot solely 
by petiion and making provision for 
the Massachusetts ballot in the primary. 
Another bill provides for the Massa- 
chusetts ballot in the general election. 
The third makes provision for the plac- 
ing of the names of candidates for 
United States Senator on the State 
ticket. 

Signatures to petittons for party nomi- 
nations at the primaries for candidates 
for State and other officers under the 
Glynn plan, must be equal to not less 
than 3 per cent. of the total number of 
enrolled voters of the political subdi- 
vision, as determined by the last preced- 
ing enrollment. In the case of nomina- 
tions for a candidate for United States 
Senator the number of signatures need 
not be more than 3,000. For offices in 
New York City the signatures must be 
not less than 1,600. For offices in Buf- 
falo, Rochester, and other cities, or in 
boroughs of New York, having a popula- 
tion of 250,000 or more, the number of 
signatures nust be 1,000. In boroughs of 
less than 250,000 population and cities of 
the second class or for any Congres- 
sional or Senatorial district 500 signa- 
tures are required. 

The voter at the primary must vote 
separately for a candidate for each of- 
fice, placing the cross mark at the left 
of the name of the person voted for. 
Names for various offices are placed .un- 
der one another in the order which shall 
be determined—by the board or officer 
with wom the designations are filed— 
by lot in the presence of the candidates 
or theie representatives on at least two 
days’ notice by mail to all candidates 
whose names appear on designating pe- 
titions and upon similar notice to the 
committees appointed by such petitions. 
The various nominees for an office are 
to be numbered. If a nominee is desig- 
nated in more than one petition his name 
shall appear only once on the ballot.

HEAVY SHAFT PUTS 
BIG HOLE IN SHIP 


Plunges Through Bottom of the 
Zulia, Being Loaded at 


Brooklyn Pier. 
STICKS WHEN PART WAY 


With Nine Feet of Water In Her 


Hold, She Is Beached on 
Red Hook Flats. 


Stevedores at Pier 11, at the foot of 
Pierrepont Street, Brooklyn, loading the 
| steel steamship Zulla of the Red D Line 
with a cargo of general merchandise for

The Federal officers who arrived in 
Ojinaga to-night reported the presence 
of the rebels for the entire distance 
across the desert, and said that they 
were forced to make the = under con- 
stant fire from tne rear and both aides, 
retreating into a canyon at night to 
prevent the rebels from ambushing 
them. 

Many were killed by the rebel bullets, 
and the presence of the enemy s0 close 
to the rear caused the pace to become 
so rapid that many of the sick and aged 
were forced to drop out of line and be 
taken prisoners by the rebels. 

But for the superior forces of the Fed- 
erals, who had almost twice as many 
men as the rebels, the latter would have 
given open battle, and the Federal offi- 
cers say that many of the refugees 
would have been killed, as there was no

They confirm the report received from 
Falomir on Sunday night that they 
were forced to burn their troop train 
ammunition, and provisions they could 
not carry, to prevent the rebels from 
capturing them after they left Falomir. 

They also said that a large number of 
the refugees had started back to Chi- 
huahua to face the rebels rather than 
the perils of the desert, although the 
Terrazas, Creel, Falomir, and Cuilty 
families continued the march, with the 
more inform riding in carriages and in 
the two automobiles. 

The exact number of the refugees and 
soldiers is not known, as the advance 
guard had seen little of the main column 
since leaving Lamula Pass. There are 
supposed to be more than 5,000 in the 
party, not counting those who started 
back to Chihuahua. The lips of the ar- 
rivals were parched and cracked from 
the desert sand and sun, their shoes 
were in strings, and their clothing torn 
by the cactus and underbrush along the 
route. 

All day Friday they marched without 
water. Many deaths occurred, altnough 
no names were kept, and the caravan 
was not halted when a dea’h occurred 
for fear it might: be overtaken by the 
rebels. The shortage of food also forced 
the fugitives to make haste. 
Automobiles and wagons supplied with 
fresh meat, bread, and other foodstuffs 
are awaiting the refugees at the border.

VILLA ENTERS CHIHUAHUA. 


Receives Ovation in the City That 
Once Set a Price on His Head. 


JUAREZ, Dec. 8.—Assuming military 
cOmmand over a large area of Northern 
Mexico through the defeat‘and flight of 
Federal troops, Gen. Francisco Villa 
to-day formally occupied Chihuahua, the 
State capital evacuated by Gen. Mer- 
cado eight days ago. 

An official report of the rebel leader’s 
occupation of the city with his army 
was received at military headquarters 
here through a message carried by 
courier to Sauz, a point 30 miles north 
of Chihuahua, and thence by telegraph. 
Villa himself occupied.the quarters va- 
cated by Gen. Mercado. The _ rebel 
troops were placed in the garrison, and 
the executive branch of the rebel army 
occupied the State capital, 

The dispatch to Gen. Benavides, com- 
mander at Juarez, said that Gen. Villa’ s 
entry into the city was attended by an 
ovation, but no formal ceremony. The, 
citizens welcomed the new régime as 
promising an early reopening of the 
railroad and telegraph lines.

ber. Enough of these missives were re- 
ceived to disturb the Governor and his 
advisers. The messages have come 
from employers of labor In all sections 
of the State. It is expected that this 
opposition will make itself felt in the 
legislative halis even more than in the 
Governor’s office. 

“T have been flooded with_telegrams 
opposing the passage of a Workmen’s 
Compensation act at this extraordinary 
session,’’ said Gov. Glynn this evening. 
“ Bither the opponents of this well-con- 
sidered measure are not conversant with 
its provisions, or else the opposition is 
artificial and due to acceleration by in- 
terests opposed to workmen's compen- 
sation in any form. Prof. Seager of 
Columbia University, who is an author- 
ity on the subject, before he left last 
night declared that if the present bill 
should be enacted and placed on the 
statute books, this State would be far 
in advance of any other State in the 
Union in the matter of workmen’s com- 
pensation legislation. It has been 
amended to meet the objection in every 
instance where it has been shown that 
the bill was unfair to employers. So the 
suggestion that it is unfair to capital is 
certainly unjust 

“ Under an amendment made last night 
the bill provides that beginning Jan. 1, 
1917, the cost of administering the law 
by the proposed commission must be 
defrayed out of the fund created un- 
der State auspices by those who pre- 
fer this method of compensation, which 
would place employers of this class on 
a par with those who adopt any of the 
other methods and which would give 
the casualty companies an even break. 
Miles M. Dawson, the actuary employed 
by Gov. Hughes in the Armstrong in- 
surance investigation, has gone over the 
bill and expressed his approval of it. 
Marcus T. Hun was called in by us on 
the question of the constitutionality of 
the bill, and he pronounced it a good 
measure that would stand the test in 
the courts. 

“Tt is true that the schedule of com- 
pensation, sixty-six and two-thirds per 
cent. of the weekly wage, is higher than 
the ‘percentage provided for in many 
other States. But, to offset that, the 
period during which the indemnity runs 
ts shorter than in other States.’’

or where the injury results solely from 
the intoxication of the injured employe 
while on duty.” 

If an employer fails to secure the pay- 
ment of compensation for his injured 
employes, an injured employe may at 
his option maintain an action in the 
courts for damages. In such cases the 
employer may not plead negligence as 
a defense or that the employe assumed 
the risk of his employment. 

In addition to the schedule of pay- 
ments, there shall be paid to the injured 
employe or, in case of death, to his de- 
pendents for medicines and medical at- 
tendance for not to exceed ninety dass, 
or to his dependents in case o death 
for funreal expenses, not to exceed $100, 

The basis of compensation is the week- 
ly wage. In case of total disability the 
amount to be paid is 66 2-3 per cent. of 
the average weekly wage during the 
continuance of the disability. In case 
of temporary total disability the pay- 
ment shall be 66 2-3 per cent. of the 
Syerans. Weekly wage, but not in excess 
of $3, There is a sliding scale for 
permanent partial disability, from 312 
weeks for the loss of an arm to 28 weeks 
for the loss of an eye.

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MITCHEL GETS HOME, 
BUT AVOIDS POLITICS 


Will Not Announce His City 
Appointments Until Dec. 
31, He Says. 


TO OPEN AN OFFICE AT ONCE 


Had No Luck as Hunter and Fisher 
In the Tropics, but Enjoyed- Visits 
at Panama and Elsewhere. 


Mayor-elect John Purroy Mitchel re- 
turned from his vacation in Central 
America and the West Indies yesterday 
morning on the United Fruit liner 
Tenadores, and his appearance indi- 
cated that “three weeks in southern cli- 
mates had done him a world of good. 
He was accompanied by Mrs. Mitchel. 

Mr. Mitchel announced the first thing 
that for the present he would have no 
announcements to make regarding city 
appointments, and he added that he 
would make no anneuncements of these 
appointments until Dec. 31. 

In the party with Mr. Mitchel were 
Mrs. Howard Cooley of Brookline, Mass., 
Mrs. Mitchel’s sister; Miss Rose Per- 
kins, Miss Emilie Mitchel, and J. Waldo 
Smith, Chief Engineer of the Board of 
Water Supply, and Mrs. Smith. 

The Tenadores steamed into quaran- 
tine in the teeth of the gale that great- 
ly interfered with shipping, and when 
the liner achored off the Health Of- 
ficer’s pier she remained there more 
than two hours waiting for the weather 
to moderate. It was 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon when the _ vessel finally 
reached her pier. Collector of the Port 
Dudley Field Malone, who succeedea 
Mr. Mitchel in that office, and Dock 
Commissioner R. A. C. Smith boarded 
the Tenadores at Quarantine to greet 
Mr. Mitchel. 

“Please do not ask me_ anything 
about politics,” Mr. Mitchel said to the 
reporters, ‘“‘for I cannot talk politics 
now. I know Low anxious everybody 
is to know all about appointments, but 
I am not going to say a word on that 
score until Dec. 31. To-morrow I wil 
Probably open an office downtown 
Somewhere, but to-day I am_ going 
straight home and rest up and try and 
get my land legs back.” 

Of his trip Mr. Mitchel talked freely. 
He said that he had proved a poor 
hunter and an unlucky fisherman. On 
the way down he and Mrs. Mitchel 
stopped over in Kingston, Jamaica, four 
days, where they were the guests of 
Sir William Manning, the Governor.

After Costa Rica the Mitchel party 
sailed for New York. The trip up was 
pleasant until the Virginia Capes were 
passed, and then the Tenadores struck 
bitter cold winds.

WANT NEW COUNTY LAWS. 


Short Ballot Organization Proposes 


to Draft a Radical Bill. 


The New York Short Ballot Organiza- 
tion at a conference at the City Club, 55 
West Forty-fourth Street, discussed last 
night the reform of county government 
in New York State. The organization 
has made a study of the manner in 
which the affairs of several counties in 
the State are managed, and it proposes 
to draft a bill to amend the county law, 
so that practical business methods can 
be applied to county government. H. S. 
Gilbertson, Secretary of the organiza 
tion, explained that if the plan was car- 
ried out it would pave the way for a 
short ballot. 

The feature of the proposed bill is that 
it applies the system of city manager 
to the county. It provides that the 
present unwieldy system of a large 
Board of Supervisors be reduced to a 
membership of three, who, with the 
County Manager, would take over all 
the functions of county officers. The 
adoption of the plan is to be optional 
with the counties, and it provides that 
it can be submitted to the voters at any 
general election if a petition of 1 per 
cent. of the enrolled voters is obtained. 

Richard 8. Childs, Secretary of the 
National Short Ballot Organization, 
spoke on “ The County _as a Democratic 
Institution ’’; Otho G. Cartwright of the 
Westchester County Research Bureau 
told about the conditions of extrava- 
gance and maladministration he had 
unearthed in Westchester County, and 
Robert S. Binkerd. Secretary of the City 
Club, explained a plan for city and coun- 
ty consolidation for New York. George 
Haven Putnam presided. 

Mr Binkerd explained that his plan 
was that the county government be 
consolidated with that of the city, leav- 
ing the only county offices those of the 
courts and the District Attorney. There 
would be only one District Attorney, he 
explained, in the entire city, and the 
Police Commissioner would be the Sher- 
iff of the county, with the Supreme 
Court having control over the jurors and 
county records. 

All the other county officers, he ex- 
plained, were to be left to the Mayor 
for appointment, and the county budget 
would be handled by the Board of Esti- 
mate along the lines of the city budget. 

The organization plans to hold meet- 
ings once a month hereafter,

IS APHASIA VICTIM 


Friends Say Missing Flatbush 
Teacher Had Suffered from 
Melancholia. 


STUDENT OF PSYCHOLOGY 


Family and Physician Believe She 
Is Wandering, Helpless to Re- 


veal Her Identity. 


After completing a search of the hos- 
pitals and morgues here and in New 
Jersey for Miss Jessie McCann, the 
Brooklyn teacher who has not 
been seen by any member of her fam- 
ily since she left her home at 438 East 
Twenty-first Street, Flatbush, last 
Thursday, her relatives decided last 
night that the young woman was suf- 
fering from aphasia, and was probably 
wandering around somewhere, unable to 
communicate with her parents. 

Miss Jessie McCann, as described by 
her sister, is 5 feet 7 inches tall, of 
slender physique, weighing not more 
than 120 pounds. She has a light com- 
plexion, with brown hair and blue eyes. 
On Thursday morning, when she left 
home, she wore a brown satin dress 
with a cutaway coat and a velvet Tam 
o’ Shanter hat with an orange plume. 
She had black kiq shoes with cloth up- 
pers and carried a set of black furs. 
She wore a signet ring with the in- 
itials “J. E. M.” a gold bracelet en- 
graved with the word ‘Sis,’ and a 
string of red coral beads. 

Miss McCann had been under treat- 
ment for melancholia. The theory that 
overstudy has had to do with her loss 
of memory was strengthened by the dis- 
covery of an essay she had written a 
few days before she went away.- This 
was found yesterday in a_ bureau 
drawer in her room. Miss McCann had 
of late been devoted to the study of psy- 
chology. 

A card found in her room showed that 
she had formulated for herself a sort 
of daily creed, to which she tried to 
make her life conform. The card, in her 
handwriting, had tne caption, ‘‘ Every 
Morning,’’ and read as follows: 

‘“* Morning bath; morning walk; dressed 
to perfection. Not despondent. Reading 
every night. Do not break engagements. 


Think every minute. Do not think of 
things happening in the past. Think of 
things pleasant. Tell troubles to people, 
speak of pleasant things, and speak ill 
of nobody. Think of pleasant things. 
If your mind is well your body will be- 
come so.” 

Miss Ethel McCann, a sister of the 
missing girl, said that Jessie ad 
used the expression, ‘Do not think of 
things happening in the past,’’ and when 
she asked what she meant, Jessie re- 
plied: ‘‘ Mother’s. illness; I cannot get 
that out of my mind.” 

Mrs. Robert G. McCann had been ill, 
but had recovered. The shock following 
her daughter’s absence caused a relapse 
yesterday and she was confined to her 
bed and under the care of Dr. Roger 
D. Durham of 322 Park Place, Brook- 
lyn. The physician sa‘d last night that 
he did not believe that Miss Jessie was 
a victim of any evil, but that her mind 
had given away from excessive study 
or from brooding over imaginary 
troubles. 

“Miss McCann came under my care 
about six weeks ago, shortly following 
the illness of her mother,” said Dr. 
Durham. ‘‘ Her worry and anxiety for 
her mother’s recovery were very 
marked. She had a maked attack of 
melancholia, a tendency to morbidness 
and gloomy impressions, which could 
not be wholly eradicated, though her 
physical condition improved rapidly un- 


| der treatment. 


‘To my mind, and from what I know 
of her case, her disappearance is due to 
loss of memory, which may lead her to 
wander about until some one takes her 
in. It may be only temporary aberra- 
tion, or it may go on for some time, 
depending upon the care she gets, and 
may become more acute if she is sub- 
jected to suffering from exposure. I do 
not think she would ever think of sui- 
cide. Nor is there any evidence that 
she is ‘a victim of any mishap. All the 
indications show that her going away is 
not connected with any love affair.”’ 

According to the physician, Miss Mc- 
Cann complained to him that she was 
not doing enough for her mother, and 
was not doing enough good for others. 
She spoke of ambitions unrealized. A 
letter which she received the morning 
she went away, and which was thought 
at first to have some connection with 
her disappearance, was discovered yes- 
terday to have been sent by a girl 
= inviting her to call last Saturday 
night. 

Miss Ethel McCann said last night 
that her sister had never been absent 
from her home before for more than a 
few hours at a time and had no se- 
crets from her. 

‘* Nothing could induce sister to leave 
me without telling me why she was go- 
ing away,’’ she said. ‘‘ Every letter she 
received she gave me to read, and there 
was not a secret or any other matter 
in her life which she did not share with 
me. I think she has lost her mind, and 
is now wandering around somewhere 
near by in the country, unable to tell 
who she is or help any one to return 
her to us. I hope some charitable per- 
son has taken her in. 

‘“‘The morning sister went away she 
got a new coat, and she told me she in-

Miss McCann, who was 23 years old 
and employed as teacher in the kinder- 
garten branch of the Home for Desti-

not go to the school that day. Appar- 
ently she walked aimlessly about Brook- 
lyn and Manhattan all day. Shortly 
after 5 P. M. a friend of the family met 
her at Broadway and Wall Street. He 
spoke to her and she responded, and 
then moved away in the crowd without 
answering his inquiry as to what she 
was doing in that part of Manhattan at 
that hour. 

Robert G. McCann and Harrison T. 
brothers of the missing wom- 
an, and her schoolgirl friend, Miss 
Blanche Whitlock, a neighbor, and 
many other friends, joined with Mr. 
McCann in a general inquiry among 
all the friends of the missing girl ves- 
terday to learn if she had visited any 
one of them. This search extended from 
Good Ground, L. I., through Brooklyn 
and Manhattan to East Orange and 
Cranford, N. J., and to friends in 
Philadelphia. Not one of them had 
seen or heard from her. 

The fact that Miss McCann was seen 
alone nearly ten hours after she left 
home precludes the probability that she 
went away with any one, and her family 
say she had no friends except those 
known to ali the members of the family. 
She had only 40 cents in her purse. The 
check for $40, her salary from the 
school, which she received a-few days 
previously, she gave to her mother.

GREETED AS A _ PRINCESS 


Consul General Speaks of Her Part 
in Philanthropy—Imaginary Tel- 
egram from the President.

LONDON, Dec. 8.—Ambassador and 
Mrs. Page and Mr. and Mrs. F. B, 
Sayre were the guests of honor this 
evening at a dinner of the Authors’ 
Club at the Hotel Cecil. Covers were 
laid for over 500. 


Charles Garvice, Chairman of the 


club, presided and had “the bride of | 


the White House” on his right hand 
and Mrs. Page on his left. The toasts 
to the King and to President and Mrs. 
Wilson were drunk with great enthu- 
siasm. 

Mr. Garvice in proposing the health 
of Ambassador Page referred to the 
“gracious presence of one of Ameri- 
ca’s Princesses and her husband.” He 
extended a sincere welcome to them. 

In his reply the Ambassador paid a 
warm tribute to President Wilson’s ac- 
tivities as a writer of literary essays 
and political and State papers. The 
stump speeches of no American since 
Lincoln, he said, had a larger reading 
than those of President Wilson. 

Consul General Griffiths, in pro- 
posing “The Ladies and referring to 
Mrs. Sayre, whose name he associated 
with the toast, said she was one of 
the noble army of women who were 
marching without banners and with- 
out music against the forces of ignor- 
ance, selfishness, and greed. 

Their efforts, Mr. Griffiths said, had 
already accomplished much. They had 
destroyed many slums and had intro- 
duced municipal housing. They had 
established garden cities and had 
brought men and women out of the 
slums and the alleys into pure air and 
sunshine. After the long and arduous 
journey she had just completed, the 
Consul General went on, Mrs. Sayre 
wished him to ask that she might be 
excused from making a speech. 

In drinking the toast all glasses 
were raised toward Mrs. Sayre, who 
gracefully bowed her acknowledge- 
ments amid loud cheering. 

Walter Emanuel of Punch read a

Roosevelt’s Trip in Paraguay. 
ASUNCION, Paraguay, Dec. 8.—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt enjoyed a river ex- 
cursion to-day in tne company of the 
President .of the republic, Eduardo 
Schaerer, on board the gunboat Consti- 
tucion. The gunboat was escorted by 
other craft. Col. Roosevelt will leave 
to-morrow for Corumba, in Brazil, on 
the right bank of the Paraguay. 





CROWN PRINCE IS BLAMED. 


Alsatian Deputy Says He Sided with 
Soldiers in Recent Troukles. 


BERLIN, Dec. 8.—The hand of the 
Crown Prince was at work during the 
recent Alsatian crisis, according to Dr, 
Georg Weill, a Socialist Deputy in the 
Imperial Parliament. Speaking before 
his constituents in Metz yesterday, Dr. 
Weill said that the Crown Prince had 
sided strongly with the soldiery, and 
had visited the Imperial Chancellor, Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, on Dec. 3, the 
day on which the Chancellor made his 
unsatisfactory speech in Parliament 
which resclted in the passage of a vote 
of lack of confidence in the Government. 

Dr. Weill asserted that the Chancel- 
lor’s hazy references on that occasion 


to the Emperor’s anti-military orders 
were undoubtadly due. to his desire to 
reconcile the wishes of the Kaiser and 
of his eldest son. 

Lieut. Baron von Forstner of the 
Ninety-ninth Infantry, the instigator of 
the trouble between the soldiers and the 
citizens of Zabern, told some friends 
to-day that he was as good as retired 
from the army. 


Notes of Foreign Affairs. 


LONDON, Dee. 8,.— The British battle 
cruiser New Zealand, a gift of New Zealand 
to England, arrived at Devonport to-day, 
thereby concluding a world’s tour during 
which she covered 40,000 miles. She visited 
Australasia, and both coasts of Canada and 
of South America. In Australasta alone 750,- 
000 persong. inspected the ship. 

HAMBURG, Dec. 8.—The dirigible airship 
Sachsen reached this city at noon te-day 
after passing the night and the forenoon in 
a perilous open position at Quickborn, twen- 
ty miles to the north, where she 
compelled to descend last night owing to the 
pilot having lost his bearings on the voyage 
from Dresden, during which a dense fog 
was encountered. 

ROME, Dec. 8.—Deputy Gambarotta, a Lib- 
eral, was diabled to-day by a slight wound 
in the forearm inflicted by Deputy Giuseppe 
de Felice-Giuffrida, a Socialist, after they 
had fought twenty-three bouts in a rapier 
duel. The quarrel arose out of an incident 
in the Chamber of Deputies.

SHORT TENURE PREDICTED 


Paris Press Generally Unfriend to 
Coalition of Radical-Socialists 
and Socialists. 


PARIS, Dec. 8.—Senator Gaston Dou- 
mergus, Radical-Socialist, succeeded in 
forming a new French Cabinet to-day, 
but out of courtesy to the retiring Pre- 
mier, J. Louis Barthou, and other mem- 
bers of the outging Cabinet, the official 
decree appointing the statesmen to their 
posts will not be signed until to-morrow. 
This was decided because most of the 
Ministers who resigned with Premier 
Barthou were invited to an official din- 
ner at the Austrian Embassy to-night 
and desired to go there in their official 
capacity. 

The new Cabinet is as follows:

The new combination comprises Radi- 
cals, Radical-Socialists, and Socialists. 
MM. Lebrun and Raynaud are regarded 
as Moderates. All except MM. Noulens 
and Malvy have served in former Cabi- 
nets. 

The Paris press receives the announce- 
ment of the formation of the new Cabi- 
net with disapproval, and predicts a 
short life for it. 

The Radical-Socialist Party, to which 
the new Premier belongs, is the strongest 
group in the Chamber of Deputies. Its 
principles are democratic, but are wide- 
ly divergent from those of the Unified 
Socialists, who are the only true Social- 
ists in the political groups of France. 

As soon as the Ministry is definitely 
constituted it will meet to consider the 
declaration of policy to be read in the 
Chamber of Deputies on Thursday. The 
most important part of the programme-—- 
the financial policy—has been left to M. 
Caillaux, - 

Although the new Finance Minister 
has not yet made known his intentions, 
it is understood he believes that the 
immediate issue of a loan is not neces- 
sary and will substitute a tax on cap- 
ital for the proposed inheritance tax to 
meet new military demands. With re- 
gard to the income tax the Govern- 
ment will support in the Senate the 
essential points of the bill as passed by 
the Chamber. 

The Cabinet intends to apply the 
three years’ military service law, but 
regards it in the light of a temporary 
necessity, and hopes to reduce. the 
period of service as soon as the inter- 
national situation appears to justify 
this action. 

An attempt will be made to com- 
promise the outstanding differences 
between the Chamber and the Senate 
over electoral reforms, but the Govern- 
ment does not think that the measure 
can be passed before the elections of 
1914. Finally, the Government is de- 
termined rigorously to maintain the 
non-sectarian character of the public 
schools.

Passes Resolution, 317 to 11, 
Approving Churchill’s Pro- 
posal for a Naval Holiday. 


NOT MANDATORY ON WILSON

| Advocetes Not to Interfere with Our 
| Naval Programme Pending In- 


ternational Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—By an al- 
most unanimous vote the House of Rep- 
resentatives passed to-day the so-cailed 
‘* Naval Holiday ”’ resolution. It orig- 
inated with Representative Walter L. 
Hensley of Missouri and had its inspira- 
tion in the recent suggestion by Winston 
Churchill, First Lord of the British Ad- 
miralty, that Great Britain and Ger- 

| many discontinue their naval construc- 
tion programmes for a period of one 
year. 

The passage of the resolution is not 
expected to have any effect upon this 
year’s shipbuilding programme in the 
United States or elsewhere. Its advo- 
cates, in their discussion of the ques- 
tion, expressly disavow any intention of 
interfering with the progress of the 
programme until such time as an inter- 
national agreement that the resvlution 
contemplates may be reached. Other- 
wise the principal naval powers would 
continue to lay down such new battle- 
ships and other auxiliaries as each, in 
its judgment, elected. 

The vote was 317 to 11. Those voting 
against the resolution were: 


REPUBLICANS.—Andrew J. Barchfeld of 
Pennsylvania, Augustus P. Gardner of Mas- 
sachusetts, Ambrose Kennedy of Rhode 
Island, J. Hampton Moore of Pennsylvania, 
John M. Morin of Pennsylvania, and Will- 
iam S. Green of Massachusetts, who was 
paired, 

DEMOCRATS.—Michael E, Burke of Wis- 
consin, Michael F. Conry of New York, 
James D. Hamill of New Jersey, William 
Kennedy of Connecticut, and Thomas L. 
Riley of Connecticut, who was paired. 

The resolution will not be considered 
by the Senate, as it simply expresses 
the sentiment of the House. The res- 
olution is not mandatory upon Presi- 
dent Wilson. The resolution’s text, as 
adopted, reads: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the 
House of Representatives the declaration 
of the First Lord of the Admiralty of 
Great Britain, the Right Hon. Winston 
Churchill, that the Government of the 
United Kingdom is willing and ready to 
co-operate with other Governments to se- 
cure for one year a suspension of naval 
construction programmes offers the means 
of immediate lessening the enormous bur- 
dens of the people and avoiding the waste 
of investment in war material. 

That a copy of this resolution be fur- 
nished the President with the request 
that, so far as he can do so, having due 
regard for the interests of the United 
States, he use his influence to consummate 
the agreement suggested by the Right Hon. 
Winston Churchill. 

Secretary Daniels has recommended 
that this year’s Naval bill authorize the 
construction of two new dreadnoughts 
costing about $14,000,000 each. The 
House Naval Committee will adopt that 
recommendation, and Democratic lead- 
ers will endeavor to have the House au- 
thorize the provision. 

The ‘ no-battleship’’ men will oppose 
this wholly, and the “ one-battleship ”’ 
men will try to cut the number down to 
one. They will pursue the same tactics 
as last year and the year before. Until 
two years ago each annual naval ap- 
propriation bill authorized two new bat- 
tleships, but since then onty two have 
been authorized at the rate of one a 
year. At least one will be granted this 
year, and there are bright prospects for 
two to make up for the falling off in 
the naval porgramme of 1912 and 1913.

No Reason to Exclude All Canadian 
Potatoes, Ottawa Officials Hold.

OTTAWA, Ont., Dec. 8.—Officials of 
the Department of Agriculture here 
suggest that the proposed embargo on 
Canadtan potatoes on account of the 
alleged existence of ‘‘ powdery scale” 
is prompted largely by American inter- 
ests desirous of cornering the potato 
market. 

Canadian representatives will discuss 
the question tnoroughly in Washington 
on Dec. 13 with the United States Bu- 
reau of Agriculture. An embargo ‘on 
Canadian potatoes along the entire bor- 
der from Nova Scotia to British Colum- 
bia does not seem likely to officials 
here to be put into effect when the 
facts are placed before the Washington 
authorities.

SIFT CONSPIRACY CHARGE. 


Action of Childs’s Executor Is Made 
Subject of Inquiry. 


Assistant District Attorney Leslie S. 
Lockhart will begin to-day an investiga- 
tion of charges that Frederick H. Clarke, 


an attorney, formerly of 32 Nassau 
Street, conspired with others to get pos- 
session of the estate of Irving W. Childs, 
who died on Aug. 19, 1912, leaving an 
estate of $300,000, and making Clarke an 
executor and beneficiary to the extent of 
$75,000. 

The widow, Gertrude E. Childs, and 
Marjorie Childs, a daughter, contested 
the will before Surrogate Cohalan. Lydia 
Robinson, referred to by Childs as ‘‘ my 
friend, who was with me in Spain,’’ who 
under the will received $15,000, also ob- 
jected to probate. The contestants ac- 
cused Clarke of fraud and of using un- 
due influence. It was alleged that Childs 
executed a later will than the one offered 
for probate, and that it had been con- 
cealed or destroyed. 

In the course of the proceedings Clarke 
withdrew his claim to the legacy and 
resigned as executor. He took this ac- 
tion following the assertion by Surro- 
gate Cohalan that, in his opinion, the 
lawyer was the author of a supposed 
‘“‘Black Hand’ letter addressed to 
Childs at Wolfboro, N. H. 

The District Attorney’s investigation 
was instigated by William W. Niles, a 
friend of Eversley Childs, a brother of 
Irving W. Childs. Several witnesses will 
be examined by Mr. Lockhart to-day, in- 
cluding handwriting experts, who will 
testify as to the authorship of the 
‘* Black Hand ” letter and the signatures 
attached to the will. A transcript of 
the evidence given in the Surrogates’ 
Court also will be examined. 


VIVISECTION FOES MEET. 


First American Session of Their 
Congress Opens in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—The third 
meeting of the International Anti-Vivi- 
section and Animal Protection Congress, 


the first meeting of the organization 
held in America, opened here to-night 
with a reception by the local humane 
society and an illustrated lecture by 
Mrs. Florence P. Waring of New York, 
Organizing Secretary. To-morrow the 
formal sessions of the congress begin 
and will last until Friday.

FOR CURRENCY BILL 


Wilson Thinks House and Sen- 
ate Differences Too Slight to 
Occupy Conference Long. 


FOR INSURING DEPOSITS 


of Senate 
Change May Induce House to Agree 
—Passage Before Holidays.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.— President 
Wilson feels that the differences be- 
tween the Currency bill as reported to 
the Senate by the Democratic half of 
the Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency, and the bill as it passed the 
House are so slight that little time will 
be lost in conference when the measure 
passes the Senate. This idea was clear- 
ly conveyed to callers at the White 
House this afternoon, and _ probably 
forecasts the enactment into law of the 
Senate amendment providing for the in- 
surance of bank deposits. 

That is the most radical change that 
the Democratic Senators have made 
from the House bill, and it is believed 
that Chairman Glass of the House 
Committee will be told that it is not 
objectionable to the President. Other- 
wise the House, with its overwhelming 
majority, might resist the Senate amend- 
ment, and as both halves of the Senate 
committee have declared in favor of 
insurance of deposits, this might pre- 
cipitate a deadlock not anticipated by 
the President. 

The insurance feature of the Demo- 
cratic draft of the Senate bill provides 
that when cumulative dividends of 6 
per cent. have been paid by the re- 
gional reserve institutions to their mem- 
ber banks, 40 per cent. of the remaining 
profits shall go to the creation of a sur- 
plus fund equaling 20 per cent. of the 
regional reserve capitalization, Of the 
remaining 60 per cent., one-half shall 
go to the Fedéral Treasury as an excise 
tax. The other half shall go to the 
Treasury as a trust fund for insuring 
deposits in the member banks. The 
amendment authorizes the establishment 


of a separate division in the Treasur

DISAGREE WITH HOTCHKISS. 


Progressive Chairman Discusses the 
Compensation Act. 


Theodore Douglas Robinson, S8tate 
Chairman of the National Progressive 
Party, gave out a statement yesterday 
in which he said that the attitude of 
William H. Hotchkiss, former State 
Chairman, regarding Gov. Glynn's 
Workmen’s Compensation act did not 


reflect the attitude of the Progressive 
Party.. Said Mr, Robinson: 

‘““Mr. MHotchkiss’s personal opinion 
about workingmen’s compensation is not, 
and never has been, the attitude of the 
Legislative Committee of the Progressive 
Party in this State, which is the au- 
thoritative body in voicing the sentiment 
of the Progressives generally. Our lead- 
ers, including Mr. Roosevelt, who wrote 
a letter on the subject last Spring, have 
all disagreed with Mr. Hotchkiss. In 
fact, the Progressive bill for working- 
men's compensation, introduced last 
Winter, did not include the casualty 
companies at all, because at that time 
no way had been devised for adequate 
control of such companies by the State. 
If the private casualty companies are to 
be written into the statute, the State 
ought to dominate them effectively. The 
Glynn bill has only just been announced, 
but it appears to have devised a way so 
that the casualty companies may be 
safely included, under the full control 
of a State Commission. 

‘““Mr. Hotchkiss appeared to be afraid 
of Socialism if the State has plenary 
power in workingmen’s compensation.

Palmer, President of the Rainy Day 
Club. The names of men suggested 
for the committee, but not appointed, 
were Frederick H. Elliott, President of 
the Travel Club; George P. Le Brun 
of the Coroner’s Office and Secretary of 
the Legislative League for the Conser- 
vation of Human Life. both of whom 
were speakers at-the meeting; Frederic 
R. Coudert, Col. Edward Cornell, and 
Dr. Simon Baruch. 

Mr. Le Brun, who was the first speak- 
er, said there had been 241 deaths in the 
city from automobile accidents in-the 
last eleven months. There were 162 in 
Manhattan alone, and only 39 arrests, 
with no indictments and no licenses re- 
voked. 

‘If chauffeurs were sent to jail it 
would have a deterrent effect,’’ he said. 
“We have plenty of laws but they are 
dead letters. The one pasSed by the 
Board of Aldermen that automobiles 
should not pass within eight feet of a 
car discharging passengers is one of the 
best, but it is not regarded. We need a 
State law requiring a chauffeur to 
carry a card upon which would be re- 
corded the times he is arrested, and a 
third or fourth time he should receive

PRIEST SLAYER PUTS 
HOPE IN ALIENISTS 


Eight Jurors Selected for Hans 
Schmidt's Trial on the 
First Court Day. 


DEFENDANT ACTS ODDLY 


Many Talesmen Excused Because of 
Prejudice——-Schmidt Appears with 
Hair and Beard Untrimmed. 


The trial of Mans Schmidt, who has 
confessed that on the night of Sept. 
2, while he was a priest connected with 
St. Joseph’s Church in West 125th Street, 
he killed Anna Aumuller, dismembered 
her body, and sank it in the North 


River, began yesterday before Judge 
Warren W. Foster in Part V. of Gen- 
eral Sessions. 

It became apparent yesterday that 
the trial will develop a contest between 
the alienists for the prosecution and 
the alienists for the defense. In hts 
examination of jurors, M. W. K. Olcott, 
leading counsel for the defense, as- 
serted that the one contention to be 
made by the defense was that Schmidt 
was insane when the murder was com- 
mitted. Most of Olcott’s questions were 
designed to learn the views of the 
prospective jurors regarding expert tes- 


_timony. 


A panel of 200 talesmen had been 
Summoned for the trial, and of the 
fifty who were examined yesterday 
elght were chosen for the jury. Near- 
ly every talesman acknowledged that 
he had formed the opinion that the 
accused man was guilty. Several were 
positive that they could not lay aside 
that opinion and give Schmidt a fair 
trial. The defense used ten of their 
peremptory challenges and the prosecu- 
tion four.

Several naval officers were called to 
the stand yesterday by the Government 
in the trial of Lee De Forest, James 
Dunlop Smith, Samuel E. Darby, and 
Blmer E. Burlingame before Judge Hunt 
im the Federal District Court on the 
charge of using the mails to defraud to 
testify to the use made by the fleet of 
the wireless telephone on its trip around 
the world.

Commander Jay H. Sypher, the 
navigator of the battleship Missouri in 
the world voyage, stated that between 
Trinidad and Rio an attempt was made 
to use the radio telephone for official 
communications from vessel to vessel. 


For two hours a day the wireless tele- 
graph was laid aside and an attempt 
was made to carry on the entire work 
of the fieet by telephone.

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MOVIES MEN OBJECT 
TO CITY ORDINANCE 


Complain That Rule Against 


Standees Is Unfair 
to Them. 


POINT TO OTHER THEATAES 


Where Some Persons Are Allowed to 
Stand—Chief Howe Accused of 
Hostility to Picture Houses. 


The clause in the Folks ordinance pro- 
hibiting ‘‘ standees’’ in moving picture 
theatres and the methods adopted by 
Chief Howe of the Public Assembly De- 
partment of the Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau in enforcing the ordinance were 
the subjects of vehement protest yes- 
terday in a meeting of the Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors’ Association, of which 
most of the moving picture theatre pro- 
prietors in the city are members. The 
proprietors sat for several hours in the 
Imperial Hotel and listened to many 
complaints. Almost every one had some- 
thing to say against the ordinance and 
Chief Howe’s methods. 

In permitting a certain number of 
persons to stand in each regular theatre 
and none in the moving picture houses 
the ordinance is unjustly discriminating, 
it was said. After the meeting the com- 
plaint was voiced by Samuel H. Trigger, 
the President of the Association. 

“The manager of a regular theatre 
may sell standing room for a perform- 
ance that lasts several hours,” he said, 
“but we cannot let even one man stand 
for a few minutes behind the last row 
of seats. Everybody knows that at the 
end of each reel of film in every mo- 
tion picture house several people leave, 
so that from time to time during the 
evening seats are made vacant. Yet if 
some one buys a ticket when the house 
is full he must stand outside in any 
kind of weather and wait until some 
one comes out. Sometimes, particularly 
in the east side, a man and his family 
will walk a long distance to the theatre 
and instead of being allowed to wait 
behind the seats for the end of a reel, 
when they will be able to get seats, 
they must stand in the rain or cold.”’ 

** But even if the ordinance were fair,’’ 
William Brant, the acting- Secretary of 
the association chimed in, ‘‘ Chief Howe 
would not be justified in enforcing it 
the way he does. When he finds a 
technical violation of the law, no mat- 
ter how responsible the proprietor of 
the house is, he places him under ar- 
rest and rushes him to a police station 
in a patrol wagon as if he were a crim- 
inal. Under Mayor Gaynor summonses 
were served for such violations of the 
law as the motion picture men are 
guilty of. 

Mr. Trigger said that an amendment 
to the Folks ordinance permitting a lim- 
ited number of standees in motion pic- 
ture houses is before the Board of Al- 
dermen.

Bound by Democratic Platform 
and Can’t Speak for Himself, 
He Tells Women Delegates. 





FOR SUFFRAGE COMMITTEE 


So Told House Rules Committeeman 
Who Sought His Advice—IiInterview 
Satisfactory, Says Dr. Shaw.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—President 


ARREST AVIATOR BEATTY. 


Accused of Abandoning First Wife, 
Who Divorced Him Here. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—George W. 
Beatty, the New York aviator, was ar- 
rested here this afternoon and locked 
up to await the arrival of a detective 
with a certified copy of a bench war- 
rant charging him with abandoning the 
wife who divorced him in New York 
two years ago. Beatty says his arrest 
follows several attempts made in New 
Yor and Europe to force him to pay 


$80 a month alimony. He has been liv- 
ing here with his second wife in a board- 
ing house and working for a motor com- 


pany. 

David Rothschild, a lawyer retained 
by the aviator, said that the bench 
warrant charging abandonment. prob- 
ably had been issued erroneously and 
that habeas corpus proceedings would be 
instituted in the morning.

of a standing committee of the House 
on women suffrage. But he disappoint- 
ed them by flatly refusing their request 
that he indorse the women’s movement 
in a message to Congress. The subject 
was not mentioned in the Democratic 
platform, he said, and he would not voice 
his personal views. The delegation rep- 
resented the National American Wo- 
man’s Suffrage Association, which re- 
cently was in session here. 

Marching by twos and fours, with ban- 
ners afloat, about 100 suffragists braved 
chill winds to storm the White House 
offices. They were ushered into the 
President's private office and formed 
in a circle about Mr. Wilson. 

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, President of 
the association, summarized briefly the 
appeal to the President to assist the 
movement, either by sending a special 
message to Congress, by including refer- 
ence to suffrage in any general messag® 
he might deliver, or by using his influ- 
ence to have a special committee of the 
House appointed to consider the sub- 
ject. 

“Y want you ladies,’ said the Presi- 
dent to the delegation, “if I can make it 
clear to you, to realize just what my 
present situation is. Whenever I walk 
abroad I realize that I am not a free 


man; I am under arrest. I am so care- 
fully and admirably guarded that I have 


‘ not even the privilege of walking the 


tL

streets. That is, as it were, typical of 
my present transference—from being 
an individual, with his mind on any and 
every object, to being an official of a 
great Government and, incidentally, or 
so it falls out under our system of 
government, the spokesman of @ party. 


Never Speaks for Himself. 


“J get myself this very .strict rule 
when I was Governor of New Jersey, 
and have followed it as President, and 
shall follow it as President—that I am 


not at liberty to urge upon Congress in 
messages policies which have not had 
the organic consideration of those for 
whom I am spokesman. In other words, 
I have not yet presented to any Legis- 
lature my private views on any sub- 
ject, and I never shall, because 1 con- 
ceive it to be part of the whole process 
of government that 1 shall be spokes- 
man for somebody, not for myselt. To 
speak for myself would be an im- 
pertinence. When I speak for myself, 
J am an individual; when_I am spokes- 
man of an organic body, I am a repre- 
sentative. 

“For -that reason, you see, I am by 
my own principles shut out, in the lan- 
guage of the street, from ‘ starting any- 
thing.’ I have to confine myself to 
those things which have been embndied 
as promises to the people at an election. 
That is the strict rule I set for myself. 

“T want to say to that, with regard 
to all other matters, I am not only glad 
to be consulted by my colleagues in the 
two houses, but I hope they will often 
pay me the compliment of consulting 
me when they want to know my opinion 
on any subject. One member of the 
Rules Committee did come to me and 
ask me what I thought about this sug+ 
gestion of yours of appointing a special 
committee of the House, as the Sen- 
ate has already appointed a special com- 
mittee, for the consideration of wo- 
man’s suffrage, and I told him that I 
thought it®was a proper thing to do. 

“So, that, so far as my personal ad- 
vice has been asked by a single mem- 
ber of the committee, it has been given 
to that effect. I wanted to tell you 
that to show that I am strictly living 
up to my principles. When my private 
opinion is asked by those who are co- 
operating with me, I am most glad to 
give it, but I am not at liberty, until 
I speak for somebody besides myself, 
to urge legislation upon the Congress.

STEAMER MYSTERY DEEPER. 


No Light Yet on Transfer of Rio 
Grande Passengers at Sea. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Futile efforts 
were made to-night by the Revenue Cut- 
ter Service and wireless stations along 
the South Atlantic Coast to clear up the 
mystery surrounding the wireless reports 
picked up last night announcing the 
transfer of 197 passengers from the Mal- 
lory liner Rio Grande during the fire 


at sea early yesterday. 

Officials of the Mallory Line say the 
Rio Grande carries passengers only in 
emergency, and could not have had 
aboard such a number as the reports 
said had been transferred, and the 
British steamship Swanmore, reported 
as the rescue ship, was at her wharf in 
Baltimore at the time. 

The revenue cutters Seminole and 
Onondaga to-day reported the Rio 
Grande proceeding under her own steam 
for Brunswick, Ga., where she is due 
to-morrow morning. The Seminole dis- 
patch said: ‘ All safe aboard the Rio 
Grande; no more assistance required; 
under her own steam.”’ That from the 
Onondaga added: ‘ Information ts that 
fire on steamer Rio Grande is extin- 
guished.””’ Neither gave any details 
of the trouble aboard the liner, nor did 
they throw any light on the passenger 
transfer mystery.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—At the sug- 
gestion of President Wilson, Secretary 
of State Bryan to-day issued a state- 
ment explaining the department's plans 
for observing the coming elections in 
the Dominican Republic. 

Mr. Bryan’s statement, which was 
largely intended to soothe the feelings

resents, took the form of a copy of a 
message sent to American Minister Sul- 
livan. It sets forth in diplomatic lan- 
guage that the watchers sent by the 

United States are simply to lend moral 
support to the efforts President Bordas

This is Mr, Bryan’s message to Mr. 
Sullivan: 

Please say to President Bordas that the 
President has planned to send a number of 
Americans to visit the principal polling 
places on election day, not as a ‘‘ commis- 
sion ’’ for which this Government asks any 
official recognition, but only as individuals, 
to lend moral support by their presence to 
the efforts which President Bordas has 
s0 fully pledged himself to make that the 
elections shal) be free and uninfluenced in 
every respect, and in order that, if any 
Questions should arise as to the good faith 
of any one concerned, undeniably impar- 
tial witnesses may be available to bear 
testimony as to exactly what happened. 

The President hopes that full publicity 
may be given to this communication, in 
order that this Government's attitude and 
intentions may be known to all, and no 
possible misconception arise as to its rela- 
tions to the elections. It merely asks for 
those who have been requested to be pres- 
ent at the polling places the privilege of 
friends who wish to bear their testimoney ’ 
to the correctness and fairness of the 
whole proceedings, 

The action of President Bordas in 
seeking an explanation is interpreted 
here as meaning that Sefior Bordas's 
enemies are criticising him for ylelding 
to the United States.

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FRANKLIN SIMMONS DEAD. 


American Sculptor Designed Grant 
and Logan Monuments. 


ROME, Italy, Dec. 8.—Franklin Sim- 
mons, a well-known American sculptor. 
died suddenly here to-day while taking a 
hot bath. , 


Mr. Simmons was born at Webster; 
Me., Jan. 11,°1839. He had lived in 
Rome since 1868. His work included 
about 100 portrait busts in marble and 
more than fifteen public monuments, 
among them being a G. R, monu; 
ment of Gen. Grant for the natignal 
Capitol and an equestrian monument of 
Gen. Logan for the Iowa Circle at Wash- 
ington, D. C. He was decorated» three 
timres by the King‘ of Italy and was the 
only American artist to receive the Cross 
of Caxilere: 

Mr. Simmons began modeling in the 
coarse clay from the Androscoggin River 
banks in Maine, and his first attempt in 
sculpture was a statue called ‘‘ The 
Sailor Boy,’’ now the property of one of 
his old friends in Lewiston, Me. Sev- 
eral of his monuments were erected in 
Maine, among them the Soldiers’ Monu 
ment at Lewiston,

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BiG SCRAMBLE FOR 
TINKER’S SERVICES 


Triangular Deal on Between 
Brooklyn, Phillies, and Cin- 
cinnati for Short Stop. 


One of the most spirited scrambles 
which has ever been made for a base- 
ball player is under way in the National 
League for the services of Joe Tinker, 
the short stop and deposed manager of 
the Cincinnati Reds. August Herrmann, 
President of the Cincinnati Club, has 
been approached on all sides by club 
owners who are anxious to get Tinker. 
Mr. Herrmann says he is in no hurry to 
sell Tinker, and when he does he wants 
full value for him, as he considers him 
the most valuable short stop in the Na- 
tional League. 

President Charles H. Ebbets of Brook- 
lyn for the last two days has been in 
frequent conferences with Mr. Herrmann 
over some deal by which the Dodgers 
may land Tinker. Cincinnati wants four 
players for the former manager, and 
Brooklyn hasn’t four players to spare— 
that is, players Mr. Herrmann would 
take. The gossip around the Waldorf- 
Astoria yesterday, where the club own- 
ers have assembled for the annual meet- 
ing to-day, is to the effect that a three- 
corner deal is being arranged between 
Brooklyn, Cincinnati, and Philadelphia 
whereby Tinker will go to the Brooklyn 
Club and Mike Doolan of the Phillies 
will go to Cincinnati. 

President William F. Baker of the 
Philadelphia Club has also been in con- 
ference with Ebbets and Herrmann, and 
if the proposed deal goes through it will 
be one of the most sweeping the game 
has known for several years. With the 
Newark Club now in his hands, Mr. £b- 
bets has a large number of ball players 
at his command. if Brooklyn can make 
a satisfactory exchange with Philadel- 
phia, Doolan will be free to go to Cin- 
cinnati, providing that Cincinnati and 
Brooklyn can arrange the deal so that 
Philadelphia will be satisfied and Cin- 
cinnati will get in players the equivalent 
of the $20,000 which Mr. Herrmann says 
Tinker is worth, minus, of course, the 
rice which the teams agree that Mike 

oolan is worth to Cincinnati. If the 
deal goes through, it will cost Brooklyn 
more —— and money than they have 
bargained in for many years. Wilbert 
Robinson, the new manager of the 
Brooklyn Club, is just as anxious as Mr. 
— to land Tinker for the Brooklyn 
Slub. 

Harry Ackerland, who represents the 
Chicago Club in the absence of Charles 
W. Murphy, is also out for Tinker. He 
and Manager Johnny Evers are willing 
to give up valuable players and money 
to get the former Cub shortstop back 
in his old berth, Mr. Ackerland ar- 
rived here yesterday and had a confer: 
ence with Mr, Herrmann, presumably on 
this same subject. 

While these other teams are making 
Cincinnati flattering offers for Tinker's 
services, the New York club is resting 
on its oars. Baseball men discussed the 
fact yesterday that the Giants were 
in a better position than any other club 
to meet Mr. Herrmann’s demands for 
Tinker. It would not be surprising if 
the other deals fail to come to a head 
if the New York club would step in and 
make an offer which Mr. Herrmann 
eould not afford to turn down and 
bring the great shortstop to New York 
next Spring. Both President Hemp- 
stead and Secretary Foster of the New 
York Club deny that any arrangement 
has been made with Cincinnati for 
Tinker. The only arrangement New 
York has had was with St. Louis for the 
services of Ed Konetchy. Schuyler 
Britton, the President of the Cardinals, 
arrived in the city yesterday, but re- 
fused to discuss the prospective trade, 
saying that such matters were entirely 
in the hands of Manager Miller Hug- 
gins. 


President Ban Johnson of the Amer- 
ican League engineered the deal yester- 
day whereby the stock in the Boston 
Red Sox which was owned by James 
McAleer and Robert McRoy was trans- 
ferred to John J. Lannin of Garden City, 
L. I. The stock comprises a half interest 
in the club, and it is said that the price 
paid by Mr. Lannin was $250,000. The 
other stock is owned by the Taylor in- 
terests of Boston. Mr. Lannin and Mr. 
McRoy were at the conference. There 
will be a change in the officials of the 
club at the annual meeting, which will 
be held in Boston on Dec. 20. At that 
time it is expected that Mr. Lannin will 
be elected President and Mr. Taylor Vice 
President. The new Secretary of the 
club will probably be Edward Moore, 
who is now secretary to Mayor fFitz- 
gerald of Boston. It is also stated that 
Hugh McBreen, the former Secretary, 
_— hold an office in the new organiza- 
tion. 

The removal of McAleer and McRoy 
from the Red Sox is said to be the 
aftermath of the world series in Boston 
two years ago, when the management 
slighted several of the Boston fans in 
the distribution of tickets and brought 
forth a howl of criticism from Mayor 
Fitzgerald and other prominent Bos- 
tonians. There has been more or less 
feeling against the club since that time, 
and especially after the poor showing 
of the club season. The new régime, 
under Mr. Lannin and Mr. Moore, will 
undoubtedly mark a revival of interest 
= the American League club in that 
elty. 


All the National League club owners 
are here for the annual meeting to-day. 
The Board of Directors will meet at 1 
o’clock and the league meeting will be 
held _at 2 o’clock, Gov. John K. Tener 
of Pennsylvania has promised to he 
here, and, according to Mr, Herrmann, 
he will be elected unanimously on the 
first ballot. Mr. Lynch will be at the 
meeting to see himself voted out, but 
he has declared that he will not go out 
without a protest. He believes that his 
record as President for the past four 
vears deserves some consideration. The 
peculiar thing about the ousting of Mr. 
Lynch {is that none of the club owners 
has ecme forth with any definite 
charges or even a reasonable complaint 
against his régime. Mr. Tener’s prom- 
inence in the political world seems to 
satisfy the club owners that he would 
he a more valuable man for the league 
than Lynch. 

After Gov. Tener is elected to-day he 
will have a conference with Chairman 
Herrmann and Ban Johnson of the Na- 
tional Commission in relation to base- 
hall affairs, and it Is believed that it 
will be arranged so that Tener will act 
as active National League President 
during the coming year, although his 
term of office as Governor of Pennsyl- 
vania will not expire until Jan. 1, 1915. 

Baseball men stated yesterday that 
Mr. Lynch’s term as a member of the 
National Commission would not expire 
until January, which is the date of the 

nual meeting of the commission, and 
tHat Lynch would serve until that time 
even if he is deposed as National League 
President. 


There is a heated controversy in the 
International League over the proposed 
Interleague series between the clubs of 
the International League and _ the 
American Association. The International 
Club owners held their annual meeting 
at the Hotel Victoria yesterday, and 
after talking over the matter all after- 
noon and evening, they found that they 
were in exactly the same position they 
were in before they had started. At the 
meeting the clubs were represented as 
follows: Buffalo, J. J. Stein; Roches- 
ter, C. T.._ Chapin; Toronto, J. J. Me- 
Caffrey; Montreal, Sam Lichtenheim; 
Baltimore, Jack Dunn; Jersey City, 
Thomas Fogarty; Newark C. H. Eb- 
bets, Jr., and President Barrow held the 
proxy of Providence, 

The leader of the opposition to the 
Interleague scheme is Jack Dunn of 
Baltimore. He claims that if the Inter- 
national League ends its season after

President Charles H. Wbbets, Sr., of 
the Brooklyn Club appeared before the 
meeting and favored the plan, as- he 
believed that it would promote much 
interest in intersectiona] baseball. Mr. 
Ebbets was in favor of giving a cer- 
tain percentage of the receipts to the 
players as a bonus, The club owners 
adjourned last night without coming 
to a vote on the question. They will 
meet again at 10 o’clock this morning, 
when President Thomas M. Chivington 
of the American Association will appear 
before the meeting and outline the plan 
as suggested by the association club- 
owners. 

The International officially voted the 
pennant of last season to e Newark 
Club, and it was decided to open the 
season next year on April 15. On that 
day, Montreal will open at Jersey City, 
Rochester at Newark, Buffalo at Balti- 
more, and Toronto at Providence. 


President Chivington of the American 
Association said at the meeting yester- 
day that his league had no fear of the 
Federal League. He said that their 
strongholds were in Indianapolis and 
Kansas City and in these places they 
had in no way affected the patronage of 
American Association games. Mr. Chiv- 
ington said that their attendance figures 
had been greatly exaggerated, and that 
they had made no money during the 
past season. He also stated that the 
outlaws had instituted ‘‘ Ladies Day, 
but on these days also the attendance 
was small.

CARPENTIER AGAIN 
KNOCKS OUT WELLS 


French Champion Defeats Brit- 
isher in One Round——Spec- 
tators Hiss Falleh Hero. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 
LONDON, Dec. 8.—It will take the 
English Nation a long time to recover 
from the blow to its growing su- 
premacy which Europe delivered to- 
night at the National Sporting Club by 
the French champion, Georges Car- 
pentier, who in a single round defeat- 
ed the British hopes, in the person of 

Bombardier Wells. 

The fight, which was scheduled to 
go twenty rounds, for a purse and 
stakes amounting to $20,000, the larg- 
est ever offered by the National Sport- 
ing Club, attracted greater attention 
than any contest in the past decade. 
Newspapers for days have printed 
columns discussing the comparative 
merits of the two men, with the re- 
sult that, although Englishmen were 
prepared to back Wells at even money, 
they were not overconfident of his 
chances of victory, despite his big ad- 
vantage in the matter of weight, 


height, and reach. 

Wells’s biggest handicap, however, 
was his nerves. He entered the ring 
looking like a beaten man, whereas 
Carpentier was the coolest-looking in- 
dividual in the building. 

“Tf Wells were the worst-trained 


man in the world,” says one report, 
“it would not account for the miser- 
able exhibition he gave, as his training 
had nothing to with it. It was sheer 
absence of a fighter’s temperament 
and inability to give of the best he had 
on a great occasion that beat Wells, 
and will always beat Wells when he 
meets a born fighter who is not also a 
born fool.” 

The same writer describes the result 
as “a Waterloo of British boxing 
and the most inglorious event in the 
history of British boxing.” 

Wells’s nervousness was apparent 
when he wasted much time over the 
preliminaries to the contest, the spec- 
tators losing patience and making au- 
dible comments regarding the Eng- 
lishman’s tardiness. 

When time was called Carpentier 
came from his corner full of confi- 
dence and fight. He lost no time in 
sparring, and evidently saw the best 
tactics were not to give Wells time to 
feel his feet and recover his nerves. 
There was a momentary mix-up, then 
Carpentier delivered a frightful blow 
over the heart. Then followed, at 
short intervals, a terrific right and 
left on the jaw of the Englishman, 
who fell to the floor, writhing convul- 
sively. He was counted out before he 
could rise, the fight lasting exactly 
seventy-four seconds. 

Carpentier was still cool, and was 
imsnediately seized and shouldered out 
of the ring. Wells finally rose, and 
atcempted to make a speech, but his 
voice was not audible above the ex- 
cited hubbub, and anyway the specta- 
tars were in no mood to Hsten to ex- 
planations from their fallen hero. 


CROWD HISSES BOXERS. 


Packey McFarland Outpointa, Jack 
Britton in Slow Bout. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 8.—Packey 
McFarland outpointed Jack Britton or 
Chicago in an unsatisfactory ten-round 
no-decision boxing contest to-night be- 
fore 6,000 spectators. 

McFarlan haa the better of five 
rounds, while four were even and one 
was’ Britton’s. Both in the eightn 
and ninth rounds Packey had Jack 
groggy, but was unable to put him out. 
Britton at times fought McFarland to 
a standstill, and even outboxed him, 
but this was only in flashes, 

The crowd jeered the boxers during 
most of the contest, and there were 
numerous cries of ‘‘ Put ’em out!” and

The crowd was far from pleased 
with McFarland’s showing during the 
third and fourth rounds, but in the fifth 
round McFarland showed some of his 
clever boxing cor isd and in the sixth 
clearly outpointed his opponent. 
Packey also had the better of the 
seventh round, and the eighth round 
was even. The fighters were hissed re- 
eatedly for their slow and uninterest- 
ng work. The men woke up in the 
ninth round, both exchanging heavy 
blows to the body and jaw. Britton was 
in a bad way at the end of the round.

COLLEGE BASEBALL 
COACH UNDER FIRE 


Captains Differ in Opinion as 
to Whether They’ Should 
Sit on Bench. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 8.—Opin- 
ions of Eastern baseball Captains are 
divided on the question: ‘‘ Shall the 
professional coach be kept from the 
bench at college baseball games?’”’ The 
Harvard, Princeton, and Amherst Cap- 
tains are not enthusiastic over the adop- 
tion of the innovation, while at Yale, 
Pennsylvania, Brown, Dartmouth, and 
Williams it is favored. Capt. Blossom 
of the Yale nine writes in The Yale 
Daily News of the movement: 

“I am decidedly in favor of this plan 
of both teams keeping their coaches 
from the players’ bench, for after the 
game is over the players will all know 
that the result of the game was due to 
their efforts and not to ‘nelp received 
during the game from the more experi- 
enced professional coach. Not only does 
this plan put an added responsibility 
on both the Captains and the players, 
but it will mean that more stress will 
be put on co-operation and team play. 
With this in view through the early 
part of the season, the players will 
learn to depend on themselves and will 
develop a greater feeling of seif-reli- 
ance.”’ 

Capt. Rhoads of the Princeton team 
writes: ‘It is the nine men on the field 
and what they do that is going to win 
or lose the game. The accusation that 
a college baseball game is merely a 
battle of wits between the coaches is 
one of the worst pieces of ignorance I 
ever heard. I do not think, however, 
that the matter should be considered 
from another point of view—the coach’s, 
He has worked all year as hard, or 
harder, than any one, for the success 
of the team, and he is just as anxious 
to win as any man; then, when the 
team, which is largely his product, faces 
the crucial test he is relegated to the 
background as & mére spectator. A 
football coach hus access to his men 
vetween the halves or indirectly at any 
time. So it seems to me that the pro- 
posed action 1s somewhat unjust to the 
coach.” 

Capt. Wingate of Harvard says: 

“There is no doubt that the coach 
plays an important part in the games 
at present, but that part is in actual 

ractice more négative than positive. 

e takes part in the game more by his 
steadying influence than by any real 
part in the playing of the game, al- 
though this statement must. vary ac- 
cording to the coach considered, and 
any coach has the opportunity to direct 
the playing in such a way as to turn 
the game into victory. 

“The theory of the proposed rule is 
to put more responsibility upon the play- 
‘ and so to make the 
gaimes entirely the product of the men 
On the team. 
if it can be practically and fairly worked 
out. The mere rule that the coach is 
not allowed on the bench is not suffi- 
clent to insure the spirit of the rule 
against infringement, intentional or non- 
intentionai. 

‘ As to the effect of the rule if it were 
put into action. I should 
Sames would not be as interesting from 
the same standpoint that they now are, 
though they might very well be more in- 
teresting from a different standpoint, 
that of the purely undergraduate and 
amateur idea for college baseball. 

“Personally, I am not sure that the 
change would be for the best. The Cap- 
tain and players have responsibility at 
present, and the influence of the coach 
is, I believe. for the best under the pres- 
ent system.’’ 

Chairman Brown of the Pennsylvania 
Baseball Committee says: 

“This subject of professional coach- 
ing and prosessional advice to the team 
during the course of the game is a sub- 
ject which has been seriously considered 
for some time. Our Baseball Commit- 
tee, consisting of two graduates and 
three undergraduates, is favorably dis- 
posed toward restricting the authority of 
the professional coach, and I am pre- 
pared to oy we concur with your views 
requiring the professional coach to be 
away from the players’ bench during 
the Cg ay games. 

“We are fully in accord with the spirit 
of the movement, and hope that it can 
be successfully worked out among the 
larger colleges.’’ 

Capt. Nash of Brown: 

“‘Brown University most heartily in- 
dorses the plan of relegating the pro- 
fessional coach to the grand stand dur- 
ing the championship games. I find 
that the athletic director, the baseball 
coach, and the Athletic Board are all 
in favor of this plan.” 

Capt. Ainslee of Williams: 

“T am very strong in my belief that 
steps should be taken toward doing 
away with professionalism in college 
baseball, and as a result of many others 
having the feeling there has been a 
good deal of agitation on the subject.’ 

Capt. Strahan, Amherst, writes: 

“This question of removing the coach 
from_ the bench during the game is 
merely a step in the direction of the 
abolition of professional baseball 
coaches. If we are going to engage a 
high-priced coach, it would seem very 


| wasteful to me to allow him to absent 


himself from the baseball field two or 
three times a week, when we are paying 
him for every day. If we have him, let 
us get all we can out of him, for no 
team is, as a rule, overcoached. In my 
baseball experience it has never oc- 
curred to me that the coach ever made 
himself very conspicuous or objection- 
able during a game.” 

Capt. London, Dartmouth: 

“In as much as the proposed plan 
would seem to promote purer amateur- 
ism in college baseball, not to speak of 
creating more initiative in the indi- 
viduals of a team themselves, I am 
heartily tn favor of relegating profes- 
sional coaches from the players’ bench 
during important games.”

Tne average coal miner in the moun- 
tains of West Virginia has from $20 to 
$100 a month after all household bills, 
including doctors’ fees, are paid. Even 
those heads of families who work only 
part time have $10 or $12 left over. 

Recently an investigator, going 
through the Winding Gulf district of 
West Virginia, learned of one man, an 


‘ ‘italian, who frequently loads fifteen 
‘ears a day, at 60 cents a car, thus earn- 


ing $9 by his day’s work. When for any 

_Yeason he drops to thirteen cars, earn- 
ing only a beggarly $7.80 for the day, 
the entire camp is filled with his.lam- 
entations. This 1s not a lone case, yet 
some people think that West Virginia 
miners are poorly paid. The company 
operating the mine in question, actord- 
ing o The Black Diamond, voluntarily 
extablished a nine-hour day last Feb- 
ruary. 

/ Rents in this same district average 
.50 a room for houses that cost from 
50 to $1,250 to build. Coal is free, but 

“the company charges 50 cents a load for 

delivering it, this being less than the 

actual cost. Every house is lighted 


th for five lights and $3 for eight 
“ ts. The company furnishes the 
*pulbs. There is a well for every two 
houses, and periodically a chemist 
makes bacteriological tests of the water. 
The population is decidedly mixed. Of 
the 572 men on the payroll, 300 are 
Americans, 170 negroes, 44 Italians, 22 
Austrians, 16 Hungarians, 14 Russians, 
4 vaks, and 2 Syrians. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Duty Assessed on Towels Which 


Are Called Samples. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers held yesterday that books 
containing embroidered towels were not 
to be regarded under the Tariff act of 
1909, as samples of no commercial 
value. The Ely & Walker Dry Goods 
Company of St. Louis said the goods 
were free on the ground that three holes 
were punched in one end to fasten them 
to covers. The importers said that the 
holes destrayed the usefulness of the 
goods as towels. The board disagreed 
with the contention, and ruled that the 
assessment of €0 per cent. as embroid- 
ered articles, imposed by the Surveyer, 
was justified, and must stand. 

The board took adverse action on a 
protest by N. S. Arrue of New York, who 
claimed reimbursement for duty paid on 
bales of tobacco alleged to have been 
lost while in the custody of the Govern- 
ment. The Collector said in a letter to 
the board that the tobacco was stolen 
while at the Appraiser’s Stores. The 
board decided that under Section 2,983 
of the Revised Statutes allowance was 
prohibited. The protest was accordins- 
ly overruled. od 

The American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany was partly sustained in claims for 
tare on sugar imported from Cuba. A 
reliquidation of the duties was ordered 
on that part of the protest sustained. 
The Collector was affirmed regarding 
the rest of the importation. 


NEW CUTTING MACHINE. 


Economical Device for Use in Coal 
Mines Now on the Market. 

An economical and novel cutting ma- 
chine, for use in coal mines, has re- 
cently been put on the market by a 
manufacturing concern in Columbus, O. 
This machine was designed at the re- 
quest of the Manager of the Consolida- 
tion Coal Company’s mines, Elkhorn 
division, to meet certain conditions 
existing at their mines in Jenkins, Ky., 
and to enable the company to economic- 
ally mine its coal, and also to better the 
quality of the coal produced. 

The machine is mounted on a turn- 
table truck which carries four heavy 
stands on which the machine proper is 


moved up and down, or adjusted to the 
desired height at which to cut the dirt 
seam. The raising and lowering of the 
machine is accomplished by power 
through a disc friction clutch, which 
enables the operator to control the 
raising and lowering of the machine 
easily. It can be raised or lowered 
three feet in about 25 seconds. The ma- 
chine is equipped with a cable reel, 
which automatically winds or unwinds 
the cable as the machine is going into 
or ggg 3 out of a room in the mine. 
It is self-propelling, and has a track 
speed up to 350 feet a minute. The 
width over all is 5 feet, the length is 17 
feet, with an eight-foot cutter bar, and 
the height is 5 feet 6 inches. 

Some idea of the efficiency of this 
machine can be obtained when it is 
considered that a 15-foot place can be 
cut in eleven minutes from the time the 
machine enters the room until it is ready 
to leave. Such a machine has cut as 
many as 25 rooms in a shift of 10 
hours.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Prices Irregular—General Level 
Higher—New Stock Ex- 
change Rule. 


Conflicting influences swayed prices 
on the Stock Exchange yesterday, but 
the average level of quotations influ- 
enced by the general rather than by the 
specific factors of the day showed some 
slight improvement. This betterment 
was displayed despite the fact that in 
nearly all cases there was a falling off 
from the best prices of the session. In 
many respects the afternoon reaction 
paralleled the movement which occurred 
last Thursday, for yesterday, as then, 
a hardening of the call money rate to- 
ward the end of the day was a factor 
of consequence in bringing about the 
partial loss of previously made ground. 
The call rate went as high as 7 per 
cent., compared with last week’s maxi- 
mum of 8 per cent., although loans were 
renewed in the morning at 5 per cent. 

The fact must be considered in this 
connection that relatively high call rates 
were needed to maintain the status re- 
ported in Saturday’s bank statement for 
the re-establishment of a substantial 
reserve after the previous week’s deficit 
was in large measure, no doubt, due to 
the placing of out-of-town funds at the 
disposal of this market, or to direct 
lending of money which had been on de- 
posit here. But either of these move- 
ments required a relatively high rate, 
and this market was probably not in a 
position yesterday to forego the ad- 
vantage which came through the shift- 
ing of a considerable volume of loans. 
But another fact had specific influence 
in yesterday’s money market. Cana- 
dian banks were again large sellers of 
sterling bills in this market and it was 
expected that the credits thus created 
here would be utilized in part to for- 
ward a further amount of gold to 
Canada. The Montreal rate of exchange 
in New York, however, did not indicate 
that the outflow of gold from New York 
tc the Dominion was to be immediately 
resumed. The practical failure of the 
of the new Canadian 


connection for our shipments of gold to 
Canada resulted in part, though not 
principally, from the sale of Canadian 
securities in London. The cables re- 
ported yesterday that the underwriters 
had to take 88 per cent. of the $20,000,- 
000 4 per cent. loan. 

Apart from the influence which was 
exerted by the favorable showing made 
in Saturday’s bank statement, the mat- 
ter which was most influential in caus- 
ing the early strength in the market 
was the view which the financial com- 
munity is coming to take regarding 
the probable course of so-called anti- 
trust legislation and of a possible 
slackening of activity on the part of 
the Federal Government in the matter 
of suits against corporations under the 
Sherman law. What the Attorney Gen- 
eral had to say in connection with the 
New Haven situation was pointed to as 
proof that a change in the direction of 
leniency had been made in the Govern- 


ment’s programme. It was cited in 
particular that the Attorney General 
indicated that the Government woulda 
prefer that such questions as might 
arise regarding violations of the Sher- 
man law should be settled by agree- 
ment rather than by Htigatfon. That 
is hardly a new attitude, for the fact 
is that efforts at an agreement between 
the Government and accused corpora- 
tions have been made in advance of the 
filing of more than one of the anti-trust 
suits which are now before the courts. 
In this matter of trust litigation and 
trust prosecution, it seems to some, 
Wall Street started out with the as- 
sumption that in both more radical 
programmes than were in fact likely 
were to be followed. Now the Street is 
making out that the situation is im- 
proved in this respect because it is be- 
ing indicated that the programmes in 
these matters are not to be as drastic 
as Wall Street had predicted. Even so, 
the mere fact that the financial com- 
munity was changing its point of view 
was a seater market factor yester- 
day. 

The Stock Exchange has adopted a 
change in its listing requirements de- 
signed to prevent a recurrence of delay 
in dividend and other similar announce- 
ments such as occurred in the Good- 
rich case. The Exchange is seeking 
assent to this change by all the corpo- 
rations whose securities are already 
listed. It would appear that a require- 
ment in the Exchange lsting papers 
that corporations seeking admission to 
the Stock Exchange should abide by 
existing rules and by any new ones 
which might be adopted in furtherance 
of the general principles embodied in 
these rules would give the Exchange a 
free hand in the future in making such 
additions to its listing rules as expe- 
rience might show to be necessary. It 
is understood that the Exchange still

re New Haven Losses 


The pst of the new style siiiias 
statements issued by the New Haven 
management, which show the earnings 
of each of the connected companies as 
well as results on the main system, ap- 
peared yesterday. Soon afterward New 
Haven stock sold down to 75%, or to 
within % of its low point for the year. 
It recovered subsequently to 76%, clos- 
ing with a net loss of 1%.’ The figures 
on which the decline was based were 
sufficiently bad to explain everything. 
The parent company earned a surplus 
for October of omly $160,000, against 
$1,043,000 for October in 1912. For the 
first third of the current year, begin- 
ning with July and ending with October, 
the New Haven earned onlv $1,356,000, 
a decrease of $3,152,000, or 70 per cent. 
from the surplus earned in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. The much 
talkeq of but little used New York, 
Westchester & Boston line, which Mr. 
Mellen says he bought under pressure 
to oblige the Directors, took in $35,000 
in revenues and spent $45,000 for bare 
operating expenses and taxes, That is 
much better than it did a year ago, 
though it is still a long ways from earn- 
ing anything on its great cost.

At the head of the New Haven’'s Octo- 
ber statement is printed the following 
explanation of the reason for the new

New Frisco Receivers. 


With the resignation of Thomas H. 
West as a receiver of the failed St. 
Louis & San Francisco, the property 
has been put into entirely different 
hands. At the outset of the trouble the 
court named B. F. Winchell, President, 
and Thomas H. West, a prominent St. 
Louis capitalist, as receivers. Speyer 
& Co., at once objected to this ar- 
rangement on the ground that it left 
the management of the road in the 
hands of those who had made a poor 
job of it for several years vast. The 
bankers agitated the naming of a third 
receiver to look after the bondholders’ 
interests, Mr. West being regarded as 
a representative of large stock hold- 
ings, am@d Mr. Winchell as B. F. 
Yoakum’s agent. Winchell resigned to 
become Director on the Union Pacific, 
and the court made W. C. Nixon and 
W. B. Biddle co-receivers with West. 
The latter achieved a certain measure 
of unpopularity in the Southwest as a 
result of the testimony brought out at 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
hearing in St. Louis, and asked to be 
relieved. There were reports yester- 
day that Directors of the Frisco who 
participated in profits through the con- 
struction of small lines for Frisco con- 
sumption were to be made defendants 
in a stockholders’ suit. The Protective 
Committees has considered some such 
equity action, but will wait until the 
Interstate Commerce Commission has 
made its report to Congress before de- 
ciding on any proceeding.

More National Banks. 


The formation of new national banks 
has been proceeding less rapidly since 
the beginning of the currency reform 
discussion. During November eleven 
applications to organize were received 
by the Controller of the Currency, while 
nine applications previously made were 
approved. In the same month six banks 
with total capital of $275,000. were au- 
thorized to begin business. of which 
three had combined capital of $75,C00. 
On Nov. 30 there were in existence 
7,513 national banks with authorized 
capital of $1,069,000,000,

November Copper Buying Light. 


The slump in domestic deliveries of 
copper in November, as set forth in the 
statement of the Copper Producers’ As- 
sociation, reflected the small demand 
for the metal in the month. Shipments 
from refinery to consumer were the 
smallest for any month in nearly two 
years. The previous low figure was 
established in January, 1911, when about 
42,000,000 pounds were sold, as com- 
pared with 48,500,000 pounds last month. 
In October deliveries in America were 
only slightly above the average monthly 
shipments of the year, so that the 
November contraction of buying could 
not be explained by saying that it stood 
out more sharply by contrast with the 
month of unsually heavy purchases just 
ahead of it. While domestic pM bd 
were falling of nearly 20,000,000 
pounds, export shipments were show- 
ing an increase of nearly 2,000,000 
pounds, and the total of 70,000,000 
pounds was about equal to the average 


sales abroad for the preceding months 


of the year.

Want to List Oil Stocks. 


The Curb Association is growing more 
and more anxious to have the stocks 
of former subsidiaries of the Standard 
Oil Company listed formally on the 
Curb. Trading in these shares has been 
conducted in the open air market on so 
broad a scale lately that many brokers 
and their customers would like to see 
these issues quoted on the regular Curb 
sheet with the approximate number of 
Shares dealt in each day. The au- 
thorities of the association are being 
urged daily to get some action on the 
matter, but they inform the impatient 
brokers that they cannot list the shares 
unless the companies apply to have it 
done. The Curb Association requires 
that the concerns whose stocks go on 
the official list shall pay a fee of $100 
for the privilege, make the same re- 


ports on operations that shareholders 
receive and maintain a transfer office 
in this city. The Anglo-American Oil 
Company applied for listing of its stock 
last year, but none of the others has 
displayed any intention of doing so, not- 
withstanding efforts made now and then 
to get them to see the advantages of 
such a step from the broker’s point of 


view.

DIRECTOR WEST OUT 
AS FRISCO RECEIVER 


Resigns Because of Criticism of 


His Participation in Browns- 
ville Feeder Syndicate. 


DEMANDS A FULL INQUIRY 


And Prefers That This Be Free from 
any Embarrassment — James WwW. 


Lusk Appointed In His F'ace. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 8.—Thomas H. West 
to-day retired as one of the three re- 
ceivers of the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railroad. His retirement was due 
to the revelations made in the recent in- 
vestigation by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of Frisco affairs. These 
revelations showed that Mr. West was 
a member of the syndicate of ninety- 
nine which made enormous profits by 
the sale of the Brownsville feeder to the 
Frisco. In resigning Mr. West said 
that he wished a full inquiry made into 
that affair, and preferred that the in- 
vestigation shou!d not be embarrassed 
by his incumbency of the receivership. 

United States Judge Walter H. San- 
born to-day accepted Mr. West's resig- 
nation, and appointed James W. Lusk, a 
St. Paul attorney, to succeed him as 
receiver. The other receivers are W. B. 


Biddle and W. C, Nixon, both of this 
city. 

Mr. West, who is Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the St. Louis 
Union Truck Company, as well as @ 
Frisco Director, sent his resignation a& 
receiver to Judge Sanborn on Dee. 3. 
His letter of resignation follows: 


My Dear Judge: Inasimuch as grave 
questions have arisen as a result of the 
investigation by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of the affairs of the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad Company and 
unjust and injurious insinuations have 
been spread abroad with respect to my 
connection with them, and because I de- 
sire and invite a full and free inquiry into 
said affairs and believe that such in- 
quiry should not be in the slightest de- 
gree influenced or embarrassed by my 
present relationship to the property or to 
the court upon whom the burden of that 
inquiry may fall, I hereby tender my res- 
ignation of the office of receiver of the 
St. Lovis & San Francisco Railroad Com- 
pany, to take effect at the pleasure of 
the court. Yours very truly, 

THOMAS H. WEST. 


Judge Sanborn’s letter accepting the 
resignation rollows: 


St. Louis, Deo. 8, 1913. 
Hon. Thomas H, West, St. Louis, Mo.: 

Dear Sir: Your tender of your resigna- 
tion as receiver of the St. uls & San 
Francisco Railroad Company on Dec. 3, 
1913, was unexpected. The answer to it 
has been withheld to the end that the 
question it presents might be deliberately 
considered. 

Your reluctance to approach the position 
of receiver at the commencement of the 
proceedings regarding this trust on account 
of the many demands upon your time and 
energies and your final acceptance of the 
appointment as receiver induced by your 
familiarity with the property, your high 
sense of duty, and your desire to be of 
as much service as possible in protecting 
end preserving it are called forcibly to 
mind. 

You brought to the administration of this 
trust a character and standing so high, 
an ability and experience in the manage- 
ment of large financial affairs so marked, 
that they deserved and at once inspired 
the confidence of those interested in this 
trust. Your services in the administration 
of the trust have been so valuable, go 
just and impartial, characterized by such 
industry and zeal for the preservation of 
the property intrusted to your care and 
for the benefit of those interested in it, 
that they have served to confirm that con- 


fidence and to cause the court to consider 
the future loss of those services with re- 
gret. 

On the other nand, mature reflection 
has convinced that transactions of the 
railroad company and some of those con- 
nected or associated with it before the re- 
ceivership, which are disclosed by the in- 
vestigation of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, to which you refer, may pre- 
sent grave questions in the future admin- 
istramon of the trust, which could be 
better and more wisely met and treated if 
one with previous knowledge of any of 
them should occupy your place as receiver. 
For this reason, and for this reason alone, 
the court accepts your resignation as re- 
ceiver, to take effect forthwith. Yours

Mr. Lusk, the new receiver, for many 
Yeats was one of the leading lawyers of 
isconsin. He became 
for the Chicago Great Western in 1885, 
when he moved to St. Paul. He was 
lpaced in charge of the reorganization 
of the National German-American Bank 
of St. Paul, one of the largest financial 
institutions in the Northwest, which 
failed in the panic of 1898, by the Con- 
troller of the Currency. After the re- 
organization he became President of the 
bank, retiring Jan. 1, 1913. He will live 
in St. Louis while receiver for the 
Frisco. ‘

DEFEND GENERAL FILM CO. 


Exchange Managers Say. Trat They 
Sold Out Willingly. 


The Government resumed the taking 
of testimony in its prosecution of the 
so-called Film Trust suit at the Hotel 
Manhattan yesterday. The defendants 
in the case are the ten individuals and 
moving-picture producing companies, 
repesented in the Directorates of. the 
Motion Pictures Patents Company and 
the General Film Company. 


Albert J, Gillingham, manager of the 


Detroit branch film exchange of the 
General Film Company, said that he had 
been a part owner of the exchange be- 
fore it was purchased by the General 
Film Company, and that he and his 


partner willingly sold out for $60,000. 
He denied that he had been threatened 
with cancellation of his exchange license 
if he did not accept the General Film 
Company’s terms. 

He declared that the General Film 
Company by its regulations of the film 


business, had corrected the many evils 


of the business which had existed, and 
this, he said, had made the exchange 
business more profitable. 

The witness further testified that it 
was the practice of one film exchange 


in his territory to put exhibitors out of 


business if they did not buy its films 


service. The exchange did this, he said, 
by opening a theatre in the same street 
as the obdurate exhibitor’s theatre, and 
exhibiting new pictures before the other 
exhibitor could get them. 

The next witness was Ike Van Runkel 


manager of three branch exchanges of 
the General Film Company in Chicago. 


The witness said that he had been part | 


owner of one of the three film exchanges 
of which he was now the manager. ie 
asserted that when he owned his own ex- 
change business was so bad that he was 
willing to sell out for $25,000, but the 
General Film Company did not hear of 
this price. and offered him $50,000 for 
his exchange, which he accepted. 

The next witness called was Alton 
Tredick, manager of the Oklahoma 
branch film exchange of the General 
Film Company. The witness said that 
the formation of the General Film Com- 
pany had greatly improved the condition 
of the moving picture business in the 
West. He said that before it took 
charge exhibitors in the Southwest would 
often ‘‘run away with films.” 


12,081,100 BALES GINNED. 


Census Bureau’s Cotton Report to 


Dec. 1 Shows Gain Over 1912. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8&—The sixth 
cotton ginning report of the Census 
Bureau for the season, issued this morn- 
ing, announced that 12,081,100 bales of 


cotton, counting round as half bales, of 
the growth of 1913, had been ginned 
prior to Dec. 1, to which date during 
the last seven years the ginning aver- 
aged 83.2 per cent. of the entire crop. 
Last year to Dec. 1 there had been 
sinned 11,854,541 bales, or 87.9 per cent. 
of the entire crop; in 1911 to that date, 
12,816,807 bales, or 82.4 per cent., and 
in 1908 to that date, 11,008,661 bales, or 
84.1 per cent. 

Included in the ginnings were 85,760 
round bales, compared with 73,030 round 
bales last year, 87,996 round bales in 
1911, 101,718 round bales in 1910, and 
184,393 round bales in 1909, 

fhe number of Sea Island cotton bales 
included was 61,516, compared with 51,- 
275 bales last year, 87,656 bales in 1911,

PLAN AUTO RUNS 
WITH CHICAGO CLUBS 


Manhattan Automobile Club 
and New York Athletic Club’ 
Interested in Contests. 


A series of interclub and intercity 
motor contests is pianned for this sea- 
son between organizations in this city 
and Chicago. For some time the Chi- 
cago Automobile Club and the Chicago 
Athletic Club have been holding inter- 
club runs, in which a number of mem- 
bers of each organization who were in- 
terested in motoring as a sport and liked 
to have an objective for their tours, 
made entries and drove their own cars.

by fire. 


The building and plant of a manufacturing firm 
was recently destroyed by fire. To replace the 
machinery will require seven months. For that 
length of time this concern will practically be out of 
business, while its competitors gather in the lost cus- 
tomers and the shekels.

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HOPEFUL OF SAVING 
BANK IN BAYONNE 


$350,000 Needed by Closed 
Institution Promised by Di- 
rectors, Says President. 


TO _PROTECT DEPOSITORS 


Many New York Firms Hit—Excited 
Throng Besieges Doors—$30,000 
‘Cash Reserve Shortage. 


A number of New York City commer- 
cial establishments, including 
whisky, drug, and paint houses, are de- 
positors in the First National Bank of 
Bayonne, N. J., which yesterday was 
taken over by Federal bank examiners 
under the direction of the Controller of 
the Currency. These houses opened ac- 
counts with the Bayonne bank to escape 
the Clearing House charges in metro- 
politan territory for the collection of 
out-of-town checks. 

Several hundred excited depositors 
vainly hoping that the institution would 
open for business at 9 A. M., besieged its 
doors at that hour, and several police- 
men had their hands full holding the 
throng in check. The announcement 
that the bank was in trouble had been 
made on Sunday night. 

The closing of the bank was due, it 
appeared vesterday, to a shortage of 
some $30,000 or $40,000 in its cash re- 
serve. The Federal law requires that 
15 per cent. of all- deposits be kept 
in such a reserve. Charles H. Chap- 
man, a Treasury bank examiner, had 
been at work on the books of the bank 
for two weeks before its condition be- 
came the subject of comment in Bay- 
onne. 

Mr. Chapman found that the deposits 
of the bank amounted to $1,449,676.61. 
There were 1,600 depositors, of whom 
many were savings depositors. The bank 
had loaned out $700,000, of which only 
about $115,000 were demand loans. It 
had also discounted commercial paper 
amounting to about $600,000. The aver- 
age daily out-payments of the bank ran 
from $50,000 to $80,000. 

’ George Carragan, President of the 
bank, denied empnatically yesterday that

The missing man’s name has not been 
learned. He may have been blown to 
pieces.

The seven men were mixing gelatin and 
were standing close to each other in a 
corrugated iron building when the ex- 
plosion took place. Six were killed out- 
right or so badly maimed that they died 
within a few minutes. The officials of 
the company, who are making an in- 
vestigation, say that all the men were 
experienced. 

The explosion was heard for twenty 
miles around. The small building was 
blown to pieces and the bodies of some 
of the men were found several yards 
away. Arms and legs were picked up 
hundreds of feet away from the building. 
For ten miles from the powder works 
— rocked and windows were shat- 
ered.

Mrs. Justine Sutton Gray, whose hus- 
band, John Boyd Gray, is suing for ab- 
solute divorce, went into the Supreme 
Court yesterday morning to face the 
charges her husband had made against 
her. She was supported by several 
friends, who sat on each side of her 
and whispered encouragingly to her. 
Justice Page was hearing another case 
that had lagged, and Mrs. Gray sat with 
bowed head until her husband’s attorney 
gained the right to interrupt the pend- 
ing case by asking for an adjournment 
of the divorce suit. 

Mrs. Gray listened intently to the plea 
for delay. Suddenly she began sobbing 
and soon gave way to a burst of tears.

Carragan admitted that about $350,- 
G00 was needed to put the bank on its 
feet. He expressed the hope that this 
amount would be raised in ten or twelve 
days. He said that one member of his 
Board of Directors had promised on Sun- 
day to put up $266,000 worth of collateral 
and that another had offered to raise the 
rest of the amount. He insisted that 
there was not the slightest danger of 
depositors losing their money and that 
the loss would fall on the Directorate. 

The bank did not open yesterday morn- 
ing, Mr. Carragan said, because of fear 
ofarun. He asserted that he and other 
members of the Board of Directors did 
not feel there would be one on account of 
their confidence in the Bayonne people 
in the bank, but the bank examiner, Mr. 
Chapman, was not so sanguine. Since 
the notice of the bank’s’ suspension 
had been posted, Mr. Carragan said, he 
had received numerous offers of aid, all 
of which came too late. 

In Bayonne, the embarrassment of the 
bank was attributed to two factors, 
first, to general stringency of money 
and, secondly, the unwillingness of the 
bank to tighten up on its debtors, both 
im ahd out of Bayonne. The bank is 
the creditor as well as the depository 
ef many of Bayonne’s manufacturing 
enterprises. It also loans money to 
many mercantile houses in New York. 

Unfavorable conditions in the indus- 
trial world, it was also said, had re- 
sulted in many unprofitable business 
ventures so that a, larger proportion 
than usual of loans had proved tem- 
porarily uncollectible. 

The last statement of the bank made 
to the United States Controller was on 
Oct. 21. It was as follows:

HOTEL MEN FEAR STRIKE. 


Getting Ready for Another Walkout 
of Waiters and Cooks, 


It was reported yesterday that the ho- 
tels and large restaurants were prepar- 
ing for possible trouble with the unions 
of waiters and cooks. No date for a 
strike has been set, but the hotel men 
do not intend to be taken by surprise, as 
they were in the last strike. 

Since the members of the Industrial 
Workers of the World were forced to 
leave the International Hotel Waiters’ 
Union, several weeks ago, the I. W. W. 
has been holding meetings weekly and 


organizing as many waiters and cooks 
as possible. In case the Hotel Workers’ 
Union is tound to be planning for a 
strike, the [. W. W. will try to forestall 
it by declaring a strike first. Accord- 
ing to Edmund Pereira, President of the 
Hotel Workers’ Union, some of the ho- 
tels are getting ss much outside help as 
possible, and the union has asked the 
officials of the Department of Immigra- 
tion to be on the lookout for cooks 
brought here from Europe under con- 
tract, in violation of the contract labor 
law. Pereira said that, while there are 
2,000 unemployed cooks here, some of 
the large restaurants are getting cooks 
from places outside of New York.

COUNTERFEI? MILL 


Secret Service Men Say They 
Found Molds and 150 
Bad Half Dollars. 


KATE O’BRIEN IS HELD 


Chief Flynn Says Pete Woods, Now 
Under Arrest, Circulated Her 
Spurious Coins. 


Kate O’Brien, whose 300 pounds made 
it difficult for Secret Service agents to 
squeeze her into a taxicab, was arrested ; 
in her apartments in an old tenement 
house at 2,355 Third Avenue yesterday, | 
and United States Commissioner Shields | 
held her for further examination on a| 
charge of counterfeiting half dollars. 

For some time past the I"ederal au- 
thorities here have received complaints 
of spurious half dollars in circulation in 
this city and in the neighboring towns 
in New Jersey. They were distributed 
partly through strect car conductors, 
who said they received them from chil- 
dren and partly through smali shop- 
keepers, who took them in the ordinary 
course of business. 

Last week, Thomas Beck, a light- 
weight boxer known as Harry Lavary, 
and Thomas McHugh were arrested, and 
it was believed that the source of the 
children’s supply was cut off, but still 
the bad half dollars kept turning up in 
the cheap stores. Then, Pete, Woods, 
who had a counterfeiting record, was 
run down in Bayonne, N. J., on Satur- 
day night and from him information 
was gained which directed the Secret 
Service men to the upper east side. 

They were told that suspicious opera- 


tions were going on in Kate O'Brien's 
tenement home and Agents Hiram 
Rich and Thomas Callahan went there 
yesterday to investigate. “When they 
demanded admission they were con- 
fronted by a woman of enormous Size. 
She seemed to fill the entire space in 
the little flat and the Secret .Service 
men had trouble in getting past her. 
She answered the description: of: a wo- 
man who was arrested for counterfeit- 
ing eight years ago but was acquitted 
later. 

Examining the premises the agents 
found, they said, a small but,complete 
counterfeiting plant. All the imple- 
ments, molds and metal necessary for 
turning out the bad coins were, in the 
rooms and about 150 spurious half dol- 
lars were scattered about’ on the\floor. 

To take Kate O’Brien downtownt the 
agents called a taxicab, but then \they 
found that it was almost impossible to 
get the woman inside. The ‘door as 
not designed for persons of 300 or more 
pounds, and it took their united strength 
to get herin. Then, creaking and groan- 
ing, the cab started off on its trip to 
Commissioner Shields’s office. 

Chief William J. Flynn of the Federal 
Secret Service, who happened to be in 
town yesterday for a few days, said 
last night that Kate O’Brien had lately 
been working with Pete Woods, and thai 
he had been taking spurious half dollars 
from her mill to New Jersey in order to 
put them in circulation. Woods wiil 
probably be indicted in the New Jersey 
District. He has already served three 
years in Atlanta for assing counterfeit 
money. He was convicted in 1805. 

Beck and McHugh were arraigned yes- 
terday in the Federal District Court be- 
fore Judge Grubb. They pleaded guilty 
to the indictment and were sentenced tn 
five years each inthe Atlanta Peni- 
tentiary. 


SAYS NURSE HAD MANIA. 


Sister Swears She Once Showed Her 
a “ Ticket for Héavenh.”’ 


The proceedings to contest the will of 
Elise Hortense Giaugue, a nurse, who 
died on March 14 leaving her $1,200 
estate in equal shares to Eva G. Apple- 
gate of East Orange and the Judson 
Memorial Church, were adjourned yes- 
terday by Surrogate Fowler. The Sur- 
rogate did not set a date for reopening 
the case. He refused to take any action 
until the attorney of Mrs. Lydia Vogt, 
Miss Giaugue’s sister and the contestant 
of the will, obtains a deposition from 
the head of an asylum of which, it is 
alleged, Miss Giaugue once was an. in- 
mate. 

Mrs. Vogt, alleges that her sister did 
not have testamentary capacity at the 
time the will was drawn up, and says 
that the nurse was the victim of re- 
ligious mania. Mrs. Vogt said her sis- 
ter on one occasion showed her what 
she called a ‘“‘ Ticket to Heaven,’’ saying 
that she had paid $300 for it. 

Mrs. Ledoux of*Cornwall-on-the-Hud- 
son testified that Miss Giaugue had 
worked for as a nurse for two years 
and had shown herself at various times 
to be very eccentric. The Rev. Isaac M. 
Haldeman, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, at Broadway and Seventy- 
ninth Street, testified that Miss Giaugue 
in his opinion was in no way irrational. 
He had often talked with her, he said, 
at the close of church services. 


DULFER FREE ON PAROLE. 


Ex-Police Captain’s Son Must Re- 
port Once a Month. 


Arthur Dulfer, son of ex-Police Capt. 
John Dulfer, convicted on his third 
trial of trying to steal a purse from 
Agnes Anderson in Prospect Park, 
escaped a term in prison yesterday 
when Judge Niemann in the County 
Court, Brooklyn, set him free on a sus- 


pended sentence. He was placed on 
parole for two years, and must report 
ence a month to County Detective 
Bacchus.

Judge Niemann said he had 
found this was Dulfer’s first offense, 
and on account of his previous good 
character and letters received asking 
for clemency he did not impose a prison 
sentence.

ers. Assistant United States District 
Attorney Edwin M. Stanton said the 
man, by his misrepresentations had 
cleared several thousand dollars. He 
was held on a charge of obtaining $22 
from’ Mrs. Louise Mundt, who keeps a 
boarding house at 25 Seventh Avenue. 

Capt. John Henry, head. of the local 
Secret Service Bureau. heard of the 
‘‘Count’s’’ existence about a year ago. 
He was then in Hoboken and Capt. 
Henry asked Chief Flynn about him. 

‘“He’s' a fake. Get him,’ was the 
amswer wired back from Washington, 

Secret Service Agent Schroder went 
after the man and fell in with Ltichard 
Schwartz, who keeps a saloon in Gar- 
den Street, Hoboken. Schwartz told 
them that Bremont wore a badge with 
the imitials ‘‘U. S.”’ and carried a re- 
volver: and a pair of handcuffs. He 
told the saloon keeper he was running 
down ‘counterfeiters, Black Handers, 
yeggmem and other desperadoes, Im- 
pressed: by all his paraphernalia of of- 
fice, Schwartz lent him money. Then 
the Count bewailed the escape of some 
of his pirisoners, and by saying that he 
would be heavily fined for it, odtained 
more money from Schwartz. 

Bremont was trailed to Mrs. Mundt’s 
boarding house and there, on Sunday, 
according to the Government agents, 
Mrs. Mundt admitted that she had 
loaned about $1,800 to him as a Govern- 
ment agent. Moreover, she said he nad 
just gone out, wearing her husband’s 
fur overcoat as a disguise, as he was 
on: a very important case. 

Schroder and Agent Connolly watched 
thea house until after midnight. Then 
th saw Mrs. Bremont slip out and 
followed her to 260 President Street, 
Brooklyn There they captured Bre- 
mont still in Mundt’s overcoat, and took 
himibefore Capt. Henry. To him, the 
agents say, Bremont acknowledged that 
he had falsely represented himself as a 
Govetnment employe. As soon as Mundt 
arrived he demanded and obtained his 
coat. 

The ‘‘Count’’ was held by Commis- 
sioner Shields in $2,500 bail.

Goldman admitted 
that all the goods stolen from him had 
been obtained by him on memorandum 
from other merchants; that is, they had 
been intrusted to him for sale merely 
and were not his property.
